The first day he was there the whole talk 
of the town was about the big prize-fight 
between Corbett and Lapky Bob, and when 
Mr. Wilson tried to get a crowd together 
for a prayer-meeting they only broke up 
into knots to talk about thefight. 

This gave the daring young minister an 
idea and he at once set about securing a 
course of lessons in boxing from a loca! 
pugilist. In a few weeks word was sent 
around the town that the Rev..Mr. Wilson 
Was ready to knock out any miner of his 
weight who cared to put on the gloves with 
him after the prayer-meeting that evening. 
but that no one would be admitted who 
had not come in time to attend the prayer- 
meeting. 

This announcement had the desired effect. 
That night the music hall of Ramona was 
jammed to suffocation at the time services 
were to begin and three times as many 
more men were clamoring for admittance. 
That decided the success of the pugilistic 
preacher's prayer-meetings and every 
week since that time the popularity of the 
clergyman has been on the increase, as 
at none of the weekly meetings which have 
followed the first has there been found a 
single fighter in Ramona who could stand 
up before the onslaught of the mighty man 
of God for four rounds. 

Mr. Wilson has not only succeeded in 
building a little brick’ church—which is the 
first regular house of worship in Ramona— 
but he has also started a weekly paper 
called the Sentinel, After his sermon on 
@ recent Sunday a local bully named Dave 
Putnam, about whom an item had ap- 
Peared in the last ‘issue of the Sentinel, 
walked up the center aisle of the church 


What he had published about him. The 
pugilistic preacher-editor declined to do as 
was demanded, so Putnam pulled off his 


some other reforms. She declared that since | 
her coming to Washington she had noted | 
many reprehensible practices upon the part 
af the polite folk who had attended her 
receptions. 

“Not that I mean to say that they are not 
ladies and gentlemen,” said she, “batadee | 
they are, as a rule, properly garbed, and 
in a general way deport themselves with as 
much decorum as is to be expected at a 
crush, such as we have at one of our re- 
ceptions. I have noticed, however, that 
while the majority of persons who come to 
our receptions are very well clothed, they 
are almost wolfish in the'r descent upon 
the refreshment tables, which we all pro- 
vide far their entertainment. 

“I am quite sure that all of us have noted 
the insatiable hunger of most of our guests, 
and while our duty as hostesses forbids ob- 
jection to such gluttony, we are compelled 
to witness it. For that purpose I would 
suggest that we discontinue the practice of | 
serving refreshments at our receptions, ex- 
cept on New Year’s Day.” 

There can be no manner of doubt of the 
assurance given by one of the ladies pres- 
ent, that all the rest of them rose up as 
one woman and indorsed the aiuggestion, 
and while the author of it blushed with 
pride at the recognition of the service she 
had rendered her sisters, the other ladies 
contributed their experiences in securing 
refreshments at their “At Homes” to illus- 
trate the necessity for reform, 

“Really” said the wife of a Cabinet of- 
ficer, who represents an Eastern State, 
turning to Mrs, Sherman, at whose house 
the meeting was held, “persons who have 
never attended our ‘at homes’ would 
scarcely credit the recital of some of the 
things we see around our refreshment 
tables. Why do you know that some of our 
callers after having disposed of one heap- 
ing plate of refreshments, will conceal the 
empty plate behind a curtain or under a 
table, and brazenly ask for another? 

“I have noticed that some of my callers, 
Who appear to be ladies and gentlemen re- 
main at my house just as long as there are 
any refreshments left although they may 
have long since filled all the requirements 
prescribed by social usage. A lady who was 
visiting me some time ago, said to me after 
assisting me at one of my ‘at homes,’ ‘really

The Engineers’ Strike Has Become a Battle for the Existence] 
of Trades Unionism in England. 


Engineering trade employers 
have flatly rejected the demands 
of the men for shorter hours of 


labor and are prepared to accept 


the consequences of the struggle. 


LONDON, Dec. 4.—Great Britain seems to be on the threshold of the. biggest labor struggle of the century. 

The engineering strike goes on, as the conference between the delegates, masters and men, failed utterly to agree upon a 
The masters obstinately refused to consider the eight-hour question or make any concession to the de- 
Capital has apparently determined to smash trades unionism in this country. That is the freely accepted 


explanation of the unflinching attitude of the employers. 


part of the engineers’ organization for a re- 
duction of their hours of labor from nine 
to eight with no cut in thelr pay. Their 
employers, who are federated in a wealthy 
corporation for mutual protection, respond- 
ed by giving notice that they would lock 
out their employes unless the demand was 
withdrawn. 

The workmen were in earnest and the 
threat had no effect. Within ten days more 
than 40,000 men were Out and by July 15, 
when the time for all the notices expired, 
between 115,000 ‘and 120,000 men were on 
Strike in England, Scotland and Ireland. 

Th engineers claim that considering the 
work demanded of them a nine-hour work 
day is excessive, They say they are forced 
to live miles from their place of employ- 
ment and that the time occupied in going 
and coming makes them away from home 
from eleven to fourteen hours, 

They have one of the best organized, 
wealthiest trades unions In Great Britain, 
and in every previous struggle they have 
come off victorious. 

The strike has already entailed the loss of 
$3,750,000, and is caleulated to reach $10,000,- 
000 by Christmas. 


AMERICAN MANUFACTURERS UNDERSELLING 
THE ENGLISH ON THEIR OWN SOIL.

LONDON, Dec. 4.—Tre cry of labor is to- 
day in spite. of military trumpetings all 
over the world the most potent of political 


between the many forces which are in- 
fluencing this generation. For years Con- 
gress has been seeking to protect American 
labor from the competition of Europe, yet 
to-day the old countries are groaning be- 
cause we are underselling them not merely 
in neutral markets, but In the very centers 
of protection. The head of a large German 
electric concern told me recently with some 


bitterness that he had bid to supply the] 


plant’ of an electric tram line in a big En- 
glish town, but that the contract had gone 
to an American company, who proposed to 
do the work for half the amount. To my 
request for’ a golution for this mystery I 
learned that the British trade unions laws 
are such that a machinist here would not 
be allowed to superintend more than one 
machine at a time, whereas in America 
there was no such limitation. Thus an 
American mechanic with high wages proved 
a more economical workman than an En- 
glish one. My™-informer had established ex- 


tensive works in England. He now regrets 
that he did not move at once to America. 

Recently at Hopedale, Mass., I was told 
that on an average the Draper Manufac- 
turing Company entertain eachywday ‘about 
half a dozen propositions for ® purchase” 
by them of a patent, and of f#Hese the ma- 
jority consist of some slig improvement 
upon a tool, for which they gladly pay a 
few hundred dollars to “any -onme of their 
workmen. In England this is reversed. 
The meén feel that they serve themselves 
best by dawdling over their work and dis- 
couraging whatever saves labor or in- 
creases production,

set-back. Emile Berliner, the inventor of 
the gramophone, who knows*German and 
American industrial conditions equally well 
as an extensive employer of skilled labor 
and a keen observer of political cause, told 
me that the reason American workmen 
were superior to those of Germany was be- 
cause our people were always trying to save 
labor, while in Germany children are édu- 
cated to believe that the slowest and most 
fatiguing methods are the best. 


“For instance,’ he explained, “a German 
does not understand what I mean when I 
Say that I am by profession an inventor. 


In America invention fs as much a profes- 


sion as manufacturing, and the government 
encourages mechanics to patent their. im- 


provements. In Germany, when I bring an 
invention to be patented, I am treated with 
extreme suspicion and forced to fight 
against a mass of official prejudice which 
is wholly absent from the Washington pat- 
ent office.’’ 


Mr. Berliner did not intimate that the 
German officials were lacking in zeal for 
what they conceived to be their duty, but 
that they were not capable of appreciating 
the importance to a mechanic of a simpie 
improvement. 


Devoid of elaborate theoretical novelty, 
the mere placing of the needle’s eye at one 
end rather than the other enabled the sew- 
ing machine to attain its present perfec- 
‘tlon.

Induced Johnson +o Aid Her in Getting 
to Montana, Which Seems tc Be

the 20-year-old daughter of Dr. L. C. Neal 
of Sweet Springs, who left there on Friday, 
Lthe 246th of November, and was supposed to 
have eloped with Joseph C. Johnson, a dude 
negro, has been located at Butte City, 
Mont., where she is at the home of friends, 
utterly prostrated. Johrison, who left Sweet 
Springs.on Friday, the 19th of November, 
has also been located, as was learned by a 
telegram received at Sweet Springs to-day, 
in which it was positively stated that he 
was at Missoula, Mont., with a former resi- 
dent of Sweet Springs, and has never been 
with Miss Neal .except to travel with her 
from Kansas City to Butte City. . 

A friend of the Neal family received a 
telegram this afternoon that Miss Neal had 
been located at the home of friends in 
Butte. She is in a very serious condition 
mentally, and has been so for some time. 
The story of the alleged elopement is not 
true. She simply wanted to get away from 
Sweet Springs, where she ostracised her- 
self from the young people of her age and 
standing by her singular actions,'and she 
used the negro Johnson to help her to that 
end. 

Some days ago she concluded she would 
like to spend the winter with relatives in 
St. Charles County, and had made arrange- 
ments to that end. She then reconsidered 
and decided she would go to Montana, Her 
parents were opposed to her going, but hav- 
ing all conftiderice in her, as she was the 
pet of the household, having been granted 
every luxury that heart could with or 
money purchase, sa'd that she might go if 
she could go with a lady friend of the 
family, who was in quite delicate ‘héalth. 
This friend of the family, however, knew 
nothing of this arrangement, and did not 
let the parents of the girl know that she 
was going.

The London dispatches are to the effect 
that the English syndicate, If organized, 
will absolutely control the American wire 
industry, which uses annually 1,000,000 tons 


of steel billets and employs §,000 men in it# 
various departments, It is said the syndi- 
cate will be capitalized at $125,000,000. 

With euch an organization in effect the 
syndicate would practically have a monop- 
oly on the wit, wire nali and barbed wire 
manufactory in this country. It would not 
be long until the users of wire would have 
to pay an advandée on that very necessary 
article. 

When the St. Louls lawyer left here for 
the East in September it was a fact well 
known among his acquaintances and 
friends that he was engaged in forming 4 
trust of the American wire mills. Wher 
he left St. Louis he had partial agreements, 
contracts or options on the plants, with all 
the Western mills, and needed only the. 
Eastern and Pittsburg mills to complete his 
| organization.

HAVANA, Dec. 4—‘‘Tell the American 
people that I will be glad to receive and dis- 
tribute any food, clothing and medicines 
that may be sent by them for the relief of 
the euffering thousands in Cuba.”’ 

Senor Santander y Frutos,. Bishop of Ha- 
Vana, gives this message to the charitable 


and sympathetic people of the United 
‘States, the finst cry for help from the 
church. The Bishop of Havana is the head 


of the Roman Catholic Church of Cuba, He 
appeals directly to the people of America. 
He does not recognize religion in this hour 
of terrible need. The common bond of hu- 
manity makes etrong his faith that his cry 
will be heard. 

The Bishop will distribute the relief to the 
starving Cubans, and it would be beyond the 
powers of belief to think it probable that 
Spain would interfere in his work of charity. 

“We are utterly unable to cope with the 
destitution of the reconcentrados,’’ con- 
tinued the Bishop. “For example, our clergy 
in Santa Clara City have 7,000 hungry ones.. 
What can they do for so many? 

“Here in my house we giye food to about

We have 1,600 registered. We give them corn 
meal, milk and medical attention. We give 
Ahem all we have.

Americans familiar with Havana will cor- 
roborate my statement that the Catholic 
Church of Havana is better fitted than any 
Other agency to place succor where it must 
be needed.

Rettirns to Washington to 
Attend the Opening Session. 


AGED MOTHER IS_ SINKING. 


SHE WAS UNABLE TO RECOGNIZE 
HER SON AT THE 
PARTING. 


HE WILL RETURN TUESDAY. 


Expects to Leave the Capital Monday 
Evening After His Message Has 
Been Presented and Other Nec- 
essary Duties Performed, 


CANTON, O., Dec. 4.—The leave-taking of 
President McKinley from his mother this 
afternoon was a sad scene. The carriagé 
was early announced to convey him to the 
special car at the Pennsylvania depot 
awaiting the arrival of the regular east- 
bound train. But to the very last possible 
moment the President remained at the old 
homestead. Before leaving the house,. he 
and other members of the family went to 
the bedside of’the dying woman. He looked 
at her long, spoke to her lovingly &nd 
stooped and tenderly kissed her. There was 
no response, no movement to indicate that 
she recognized her son. He remained in a 
stooping posture for some time, hoping that 
he might receive some sign that she knew or 
felt his presence. It did not come. With. 
feelings of deepest emotion he ai last left 
the room. 

It was a strange coincidence that almost 
immediately following the departure of the 
President the mother should suffer a re- 
lapse. While yet in his home county and 
within half an hour after he left the city 
the illness of the mother took a turn for the 
worse, and it was thought that she had suf- 
fered a second stroke of paralysis and such 
announcement was made. The attending 
physician, however, declared it was not a 
second assault of the d'sease, but a relapse 
which for a time threatened to extinguish 
the faintly flickering flame of life. Once 
more, however, the rugged constitution of 
the aged woman withstood the assault. She 
YRllied slightly and ere long was back to 
the condition in which she had been for 
nearly twenty hours,a condition of quiet and 
seemingly restful sleep, but which, it.was 
fully realized, was slowly burning out the 
vital spark of life. In that condition she 
was to-night. How long she might continue 
no one can tell. It was thought impossible 
that she could linger antil the President had 
discharged the important duties which 
called him to Washington and return to his 
old home. That she was constantly growing 
weaker was apparent to all. That she had 
lived so long was a great surprise to the 
watchers and the doctor. The attending 
physician again anneunced™ to-night that 
the patient cannot regain consciousness. 

The President left Canton at 2:05 o’clock 
this afternoon, Judge Day, Assistant Sec- 
retary of State, accompanying him in a 
special car. Shortly before the departure 
he held:a conference with the doctor, who 
advised) that Mr. McKinley carry out the 
original plan of leaving for Washington, 
and assured the President that no act of 
a loving son or any other mortal could do 
anything for the aged mother, and that 
she would never again be able to recognize 
him or to realize his presence or absence. 
The Pree dent’s last words to the family 
were that he be telegraphed at every sta- 
tion alohg the route as to the mother’s con- 
dition. 

The President has definitely arranged to 
return to Canton Tuesday morning, leaving 
Washington Monday as soon as he has com- 
pleted his duties in connection with the 
opening of Congress, Mrs. McKinley will 


accompany him, as will also Mrs. Abner 
McecKinbhey.

FIRST BLAST OF WINTER. 


Snow Flurries, Low Temperature and 
High Wind. 


The first real taste of the winter of ’97-8 
was given to St. Louis yesterday. When 
the city opened its eyes early in the morn- 
ing a white layer of snow and ice covered 
the.streetgiand side walks, and the mer- 
cury was frisking around the 26 notch. 

At 10 o’clock a second flurry of snow be- 
gan to fall, and until 6 in the afternoon the 
air was filled with the swirling flakes, 
sometimes hardly large enough to see, and 
at other times quite up to the regulation 


size. At all times the flakes were swept 
by a stiff wind into the faces of those 
whose business took them out of doors, and 
whether they were large or small they. bit 
and stung as lively as the flakes of any 
blizzard. 

Instead of crawling upward during the 
day, the mercuvy fell slowly untilit reachea 
22 degrees at 7 o’clock last evening. The 
snow fall ceased at 5 o’clock, but when the 
sun went down there were snow clouds in 
the sky, which strengthened Dr, Franken- 
field’s prediction that Sunday’s article of 
weather would be much like that of Sat- 
urday. 

The icy pavements and streets yesterday

THREE KILLED. OUTRIGHT. 


AND NEARLY EVERYBODY ON 
BOTH CARS MORE OR LESS 
INJURED. 


AN AWFUL: BLUNDER DID IT. 


Both Cars Were Going at Full Speed 
in Opposite Ways on the 
Same Track, 


DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 4.—Two suburban 


cars, carrying some twenty passengers, 


and both running at a speed of twenty-five 


miles an hour, collided on the Detroit and 
Oakland Electric Railroad at 1 o’clock this 
afternoon. The result was that three men 
were instantly killed and a score of per- 
sons injured, ten seriously. The dead: 

John Savage, superintendent of the road. 

Charles M, White, motorman. 

John Kelly of Detroit, book agent. 

The injured: 

Frank McHugh, motorman, leg broken 
and internally injured. 

Louis Harneck, seriously bruised and in- 
ternally injured. 

Mrs. John Doty of Pontiac, two ribs bro- 
ken and otherwise injured. 

Aged mother of Mrs. John Doty of Pon- 
tiac, badly crushed and leg broken. 

John F. Madden of Leonard, legs and 
arms badly crushed. 

Peter Hempel of Detroit, hole cut in leg 
and face cut. 
E. H. Smith of Detroit, legs and

face badly bruised. 

Warner Goodale of Lapeer, severely 
bruised. 


Mrs. Warner Goodale, face cut and body 


bruised. 
A. E. Robertson of Walnut, Oakland

A half dozen others were more or less 
cut by broken glass and bruised. 

The exact cause of the accident is as yet 


in doubt. President Hendrie of the Detroit 
& Oakland Railroad said this evening that 
the responsibility for the disaster Lad not. 
yet been fixed. According to the schedule a 
car leaves each end, Detroit and Pontiac, | 
every hour, and there are three sidings 
along the road. To-day the cars were be- 
hind time. The one bound southward for 
Detroit had passed an outbound car at the 
switch two miles from .Pontiac, the crew) 
apparently being ignorant of the fact that 
another outbound car was approaching, then 
less than two miles distant, although it is 
Claimed that they should have known it 
from orders sent from Birmingham. The 
weather was foggy and the rails slippery 
from the sleet which had been falling. 

The collision occurred near a gravel pit 
about midway between Pontiac and Bir- 
mingham,.at the foot of two steep grades, 
@own which the fated cars ran at full speed. 
The impact was terrific. he cars were 
driven half through each other and crushed 
to pieces, Superintendent Savage was in 
the motorman’s vestibule operating the 
outbound car. Both his legs were cut off 
and his body wag frightfully mangled, Mo- 
torman McHugh, who stood behind Savage, | 
narrowly escaped a similar fate. John Kel-' 
ly was evidently the only passenger who! 
saw the northbound car approaching. Hé 
rushed for the vestibule door and he and 
Motorman Whitehead were struggling to- 
gether to get out of the door when the 
crash came. Both were killed. Kelly’s 
head and shoulders were jammed out of the 
vestibule window and his neck was broken. 
Whitebead’s head was cut open and his 
chest crushed. 

Had it not been for the stout construction 


- 


of the cars, both of which were new, it is 
doubtful whether any of their occupants 


would have escaped alive. As it was, near- 
ly all of the fourteen passenegers in_ the 
Southbound car suffered some injury. Some 
of the injured were taken to farmhouses, 
others brought to city hospitals. 

The company officials are investigating 
as to the responsibility for the disaster and 
& coroner's pury has already been impan- 
elled. The Detroit, Birmingham and Pon- 
tlac road is a separate suburban enterprise. 
Its cars enter the city over the Woodward 
avenue street car line.

Forty Millions of People and 
Twenty Languages. 


LITTLE COMMON INTEREST. 


RESPECT FOR THE AGED EMPER.- 
OR THE BOND THAT HOLDS 
THEM TOGETHER. 


BADENI HAS FLED IN . FEAR. 


German Influence Has Spread Through 
the Empire Until Now ‘t 
Seems to Be All 
Powerful. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 4—Oswald Ottendorf- 
er, the distinguished editor of the Staats 
Zeitung, has a more intimate and exact 
knowledge of the conditions that prevail in 
the Austro-Hungarian empire than perhaps 
any man in America. 

The disorder and revolutionary scenes in 
the Reichsrath at Vienna and the rioting 


in Prague and other parts of Bohemia have | 
directed thither the eyes of the whole civ- | 


ilized world, 

Mr. Ottendorfer consented 
Post-Dispatch an exposition of causes of 
the outbreak. He said: ‘‘The trouble in the 
Austro-Hungarian empire is a war of 
tongues. The disorder and rioting are ex- 
pressions of a struggle that has been going 
on for centuries. There are about 40,000,000 
people in the empire, and they speak about 
twenty different languages. Nothing can 
more clearly illustrate the. clannishness 
than the fact that each refuses to learn any 
language but the one spoken by his par- 
ents. Theoretically the official language 1s 
German. It is the language of the court 
and of thearmy. Asa matter of fact, there 
is no national language, and therein lies 
all the trouble. These races have no com- 
munity of interest. Each is jealous of its 
own tongue, is willing to make any sacrifice 
to preserve it, and above all, fears to be 
Germanized. 

These antagonistic influences are held to- 
gether by one bond—a deep love and devo- 
tion to the Emperor Francis Joseph. No 
sooner had the order concerning language 
been issned, than the whole emprre, except 
Hungary, was in a ferment. The most im- 
portant part of the order is that which 
gives a man who is a party to any legal 
proceeding, whether civil or criminal, the 
right to demand that it be conducted in h:s 
own tongue. Against this the Germans pro- 
tested. 

The Radicals determined ‘to adopt the 
most revolutionary methods to bring about 
the downfall of the Prime Minister and the 
withdrawal of this decree. They had ar- 
ranged the obstruetion‘st tactics, whioh re- 
sulted in the disgraceful scenes last week. 
The methods they employed have made the 
Slavonian and other anti-German influences 
flame into fury. The Czechs particularly 
fee] that their language is in. danger of 
utter extinct’on and their race lines are to 
be obliterated. They fear that there will 
be a determined and concentrated effort to 
complete the Germanizing of the empre, 

Badeni has resigned and fled in tear of 
his life back to Galicia, but the fire he 
kindled bids fair to become a conflagration, 
There is little doubt that all Bohemia will 
be placed under martial law, but the same 
forees that are at war among the people 
exist In the army. It is made up of the 
same races who are opposing each other 
and in the same ratio.

Hungary has always snown a capacity to 
take care of itself. The Magyars are a 
brave and strong people, who have always 
maintained a certain amount of independ- 
ence. Bohemia has suffered for 1,000 years, 
In the last 100 years the spread of German- 


izing ‘energy has threatened to destroy 
everything distinctively Bohemian. 

It was something more than a:year ago 
that Emperor Ffancis Joseph visited Galic.a 
and it was there he first met Badeni, 
There was an exhibition which Badeni, who 
was Governor of the province, managed 
with conspicuous success. The Emperor 
was powerfully impressed by the Pole. He 
thought he had discovered in him a genius 
that could co-ordinate the warring forces, 

Badeni was brought to Vienna. He was 
made Minister ag well. Results have shown 
that Badeni is a politician, not a statesman. 
To gain the friendship of the anti-Germans, 
in May Jast he issued his “Sprechen Verord- 
nung,” an order geverning tongues, and 
this made aH the present trouble. This or- 
der is clearly unconstitutional. The Min- 
ister had no authority to make it, and he 
clearly usurped the functions of the legis- 
lative body. 

Hungary has no part in the present com- 
plication, but it\is deeply interested. The 
people smile and wait, for in 1898 the ten 
years’ agreement will expire. The agree- 
ment which gives Hungary her own govern- 
ment, compels her to pay but 30 per 
cent of the cost of the army and court ex- 
penses. Each day of waiting brings nearer 
to the Magyars the dream of years, the 
dualism which will place her in a position 
of almost complete independence, for the 
only connection will be the fact that the 
Emperor of Austria will be the King of 
Hungary. 


BOHEMIA’S AMBITION. 


> 
Her Aim Is to Be Placed on Equal 
Terms With Hungary. 


LONDON, Dec. 4.—International questions 
have been temporarily overshadoged by 
the gravity of the situation’ in (Austria, 
where things are as gloomy as imaginable. 
In addition to the imminence of a civil war. 
the next few hours may possibly witness 
a historic revolution in the relations be- 
tween Austria and Hungary which might 
mean the recanstruction of the map of Eu- 
rope. It i¢ hardly an exaggeration to say 
that factions are drawing up like contend- 
ing armies. The Germans have appealed to 
their compatriots on both sides of the fron- 
tier and are apparently prepared to run all 
a to keep ithe hated Czechs in subjec- 
ion, 

The Czechs make no secret of the fact 
that their final aim its to abolish the dual 
empire and ta make it a triple empif b 
placing Bcohem'a on equal footing wit 
Austria and Hungary. To grant these de- 
mands would |jset Hungary on fire and de- 
stroy the foundations of the present impe- 
rial system. It looks as though the em- 
ployment of force is the only solution of 
the question; butiagain by which faction will 
it be used? 

The question of the provisional Ausgelich 
bill (or agreement tc prolong for a year 
instead of ten years the compact between 
Austria and Hungary, pending arrange- 
ments for a longer com act) is, if poss ble 
a question more grave than the threatened 
civil war. The Hungarian Diet has given 
Baron Gautsch Von -Frankenthurn, the 
Austrian Premier, until Monday next in 
which to state whether he can reasonably 
expect the Ausgelich bi!l to pass, and failing 
a decis.ve answer, Baren Banffy, the Hun- 
garian Premier, will introduce on Monday 
a bill whereby. Hungary will act inde- 
pencently as regards the duties to be levied, 
in continuance of commercial relations 
w:.th Austria and the charter of the Aus- 
tria-Hungarian Bank. The compact be- 
tween the two portions of the dual State 
thus lapses, and though the status quo may 
be maintained temporarily, Hungary will 
establish her claim to the right of inde- 
pendently disposing of these questions. 

It is easy to see that victory will only 
whet the Hungarians appetite, and will be 
but a short step to the dissolution of Aus- 
tr.a, which in turn will) hurl Europe into 


/a furnace of terrible possibilities. 


Apparently the only hope of escape {ts that 
the personal astendancy of the old Em- 
peror will once again enable him to solve an 
apparently impossible situation. Failing in 
this the Reichsrath will be dissolved. and 
a reign of absolutism will begin in Austria 
and, technically, Hungary will have re- 
fumed her indepencentre, the first step 
toward a federated, as distinctly from a 
dual, Austro-Hungary monarchy.

INA VERY BAD WAY 


Cherokee Legislators Have All the 
Ways of White Men. 


Special to the Post-Disnatch. 

SILOAM SPRINGS, Ark., Dec. 4.—From 
parties just in from Tahlequah this evening 
it is learned that riotous scenes preceded 
the adjournment of both Houses of the 
Cherokee Legislature over the questions of 
who should go to Washington as delegates, 
and whether Chief Mayes should be im- 
peached, according to the charges already 
preferred. It is charged that the Chief is 
trying to place men on the Washington 
delegation who can stave off the impeach- 
ment proceedings, while others, who desire 
to go to Washington, are using the threat- 
ened impeachment proceedings as a club 


to force the Chief to send them. 

The present Legislature expires v4 limita- 
tion in another day or two, but the Chief 
will not call a special session, unless the 
impeachment charges afe withdrawn. It is 
predicted that the prospect of thirty or 
forty days more at Tahlequah on $4 per 
day will be too great to resist, and another 
session is almost a certainty. 

A leading full-blood just in from Tale- 
quah says the proceedings of the Council 
have been more than disgraceful. Accord. 
ing to his view of the situation bargain and 
sale is the order of the day, as all seem 
to have entered upon a game of grab, go- 
ing in for all they can get. Confinuing, he 
said: 

‘No wonder United States Senators, Con- 
gressmen and otliers say these Indian Gov- 
ernments have outlived their usefulness, 
The Congress of the United States must 

rotect these people from their own folly 

n squandering their heritage before it is 
too late.” 

At the first of the session of this Council 
there was strong talk of impeaching the 
chief, but since he has the appointment of 
six delegates to Washington, the talk died 
‘out. A resolution was to have been put 
through the Council to investigate that 
$400,000 appropriation, how it was made, etc. 
But the charm of being a delegate to 
Washington headed off this good intention 
and nearly every member of the Cherokee 
Senate believes he will be one of the dele. 
gates. The best citizens of the Cherokee 
country deplore the situation and are ask- 
ing how sony. they are to endure this state 
of things. here are some good and pa- 
lotic men in the Cherokee Senate and 
Council, but they seem to be in the minor. 
ity, and they stand and look on in fear and 
trembling as to the future of their people.

Gen. Saussier Orders Strict 
Inquiry to Be Made. 


THE COUNT ASKED FOR IT. 


HE AGREES WITH THE PUBLIC 
| THAT DREYFUS’ CONDEMNA- 
TION DOES NOT CLEAR HIM. 


ALL EUROPE !S STIRRED UP. 


General Suspicion That Dreyfus Was 
Made a Scapegoat and Others 
in Higher Places Were 
Equally Culpable. 


PARIS, Dec. 4.—All political and social in- 
terests continue to be merged in the case 
ef Alfred Dreyfus, the former Captain of 
French artillery, who is alleged to have 
been unjustly sentenced to imprisonment 
for life on the charge of having sold im- 
portant plans of the French War Depart- 
ment to agents of a foreign power. Every- 
thing else is neglected, from the famous 
Russian military band, which has been giv- 
ing concerts to small audiences, to the book- 


sellers who complain that no one reads 
anything but the newspapers. The journals 
still devote endless columns, in the biggest 


type, to the affair of Dreyfus, his friends 


and enemies, and everybody in anyway 
connected with the case. The conductor 
of a train which brought Mr. and Mrs, 
Gladstone to Paris, on their way to the 
south of France, thought they were to &ap- 
pear as witnesses in the case. This ilius- 
trates how Paris is absorbed in the mat- 
ter. Everybody seems to be mixed up in 
the case, from the Pope to Emperor William 
of Germany, and syndicates and secret gs0- 
cieties are said to be hard at work spend- 
ing millions on one or the other, and all 
France is in the throes of an agitation, 
which ig unparalleled since the days of 
Danton and Robespierre. -: 

According to the Daily Telegraph of Lon- 
don on Thursday last, copies of which pa- 
pers have been passed around here by those 
interested in the subject, « “vnerson who 13 
really behind the scenes,” says: 

‘‘Undoubtedly some person or persons did 
get very important facts regarding our (the 
French) military plans and communicated 
them to the German war office, within a 
fortnight after the decisions in questions 
had been taken. If the extent to which 
this odious treason was committed and the 
result it has produced in a neighboring 
country were made known, I doubt whether, 
knowing my countrymen as I do, that they 
would remain gatisfied qwith the punish- 
ment of one man. They would call for a 
radical change in the entire system and 
eo, for more. This guilt -_ be 

rought home to another or two others, 
without necessarily establishing the inno- 
cence of Dreyfus, who is lost beyond help 
and hope.’’ 

The military Governor «of. Paris, Gen, 
Saussier, has ordered the formation of a 
court-martial to examine the charges 
brought against Count Ferdinand Walsin- 
Esterhazy (the retired Major of the Frenci 
army who is accused of writing the letter 
which became public about the sentencing 
of Dreyfus to imprisonment for life), who 
is alleged to have admitted the authorship 
of-letters published in the Figaro recently, 
bitterly reflecting upon France and the 
French army. 


The Journal says that the decision of 
Gen. Saussier {is based on the report of 
Gen. Pellieux, who was appointed by the 
Minister of War to examine into the 
charges brought against Count Esterhazy, 
and which is as follows: 

“So far as Dreyfus is concerned,, the case 
has been tried, no new fact has been de- 
veloped, and no new document as been 
submitted during the case of the inquiry 
to justify a revision of the trial. In con- 
sequence, there is no ground for proceed- 
ing against Count Esterhazy, so far as 
regards the crime of high treason, for 
which Alfred Dreyfus was condemned.’’ 

The Journal’s version of the report, how- 
ever, was looked upon as being simply con- 
jecture, although it agreed with the gen- 
eral conviction that Dreyfus, {n any case, 
pan not be released or granted a fresh 
rial, 

This evening, however; a brief official an- 
nouncement was given out, as follows: 

“Gen, Saussier has ordered a court-mar- 
tial to be instituted for an investigation 
ir.to the affairs of Maj. Esterhazy.”’ 

Both sides profess to be pleased with the 
announcement. The anti-Dreyfusians con- 
tend that the order of Gen. ussier cannot 
be construed as implying doubt as to the 
vahdity of the sentence imposed upon Drey- 
fus and that the Esterhazy inquiry was not 
concerned with the Dreyfus case, but wags 
merely @ sequel to the inquiry of Gen, Pel: 
eux. 

On ‘tthe other hand, the Dreyfustans as- 
sert that the inquiry will necessitate the 
introduction of expert evidence concerning 
the handwnting of the memorandum which 
convicted Dreyfus, proving it to be in Es- 
terhazy’s handwriting, and they also pro- 
pose ‘to introduce evidence that documents, 
which were not submitted forthe inspection 
of Dreyfus or his counsel at the time of 
his trial by court-martial, were communi- 
cated to the officers composing the court. 
There seems to be no doubt that this was 
done, and lawyers. who have been ques- 
tioned on the subject say it invalidates the 
court-martial. 


The full name of Count Esterhazy is Marie 
Charles Ferdinand Walsin-Esterhazy. He 
was born on Dec. 16, 1847, and h's father was 
the head of one of the younger branches 
of the famous Esterhazy family. During the 
latter part of the empire, Esterhazy served 
in a regiment of Papal Zouaves, and after 
the declaration of war between France and 
Prussia, he, according to one report, en- 
tered a French line regiment, and as another 
version has it, being an Austrian, entered 
the Fore'gn Legion. Esterhazy appears 
to have eonducted himself in a brilliant 
manner, for he was soon promoted to the 
rank of Second Lieutenant, and in 1878 was 
made Lieutenant. He reached the rank of 
Captain in the following year, and in 1892 
was promoted to the rank of Commandant, 
or Chef de Battalion, ; 
the rank of Major in other armies. marly

When Esterhazy was first interviewed 
by reporters regarding the publication of 
these letters in Figaro, he was very in- 
dignant and declared that they were forged 
by the friends of Dreyfus, who, he added, 
had taken words and sentences from his 
letters and had. pleced them together by a 
process with which he was acquainted, Es- 
terhazy also asserted that he had been 
warned some days previously that such a 
publication would be made, 

On Wednesday, however, Esterhazy is 
said to have acknowledged the authenticity 
of the letters published by the Figaro, with 
the exception of two, in which he ts said 
to have expressed the following sentiments: 

“If to-night I wag told that I should be 
kfiled to-morrow as a captain of UWhlans, 
while sabering Frenchmen, I should cer- 
tainly be perfectly happy. I would not 
harm a dog; but I would see 100,000 French- 
men killed with pleasure.” , 

The wife of Esterhazy, who is understood 
to have been separated from him for some 
time, wrote a letter to the Figaro during 
the week upbraiding the paper for “laying 
bare the recesses and human weaknesses of 
her husband’s private life regardless of the 
fact that it may break a wife’s and a 
mother’s heart.’’ 

In conclusion the wife wrote of the 
charges: 

“All this is my concern alone: but confi- 
dent that my husband’s honor wil] emerge 
intact, I forgive and forget ail.”

Dr. Hughes has reopened the suicide 
question with an even broader scope than 
that given it by Col. Ingersbll through the 
Post-Dispatch some time ago.

But granting the desirability of getting 
rid of the weaklings, does not the logic 
of Dr. Hughes’ argument carry him be- 
yond suicide?. Ought “the pruning knife 
of civilization” to be wielded solely by 
weaklings who recognize their weakness? 
Is not society threatened more by weak- 
lings who have not ‘strength enough to 
take themselves out of the world? Does 
not the conclusion of Dr. Hughes’ argu- 
ment lead to removal of the weaklings 
by society? 

Under the operation of natural law the 
fittest survive the struggle and the weak 
go under. But it is hardly the part of 
organized and civilized society to co-op- 
erate with this hard law which takes 
note only of relative strength and may 
destroy some of the finest products of 
civilization. Science should rather be 
employed in finding means to eliminate 
weakness and to strengthen the weak- 
lings than in destroying them so that 
strength may come into easy and undis- 
turbed possession of the earth. Surely 
we have got beyond the primitive view 
that the weakling has no place in society 
and no right that the strong ought to re- 
spect.

State, Too.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 4.—The 
nineteenth annua! report of the Bureau of 
Labor, compiled by Labor Commissioner 
Rozelle, contains the following write-up 
of the lumber interests of Missouri: 

“By the citizens of her sister States Mis- i 
sourl has generally been regarded ag pre- 
eminently an agricultural State, but refer- 
ence to the excerpts from the Bureau's An- 
nual Surplus Shipment Map, given in the 
chapter of this report, devoted to County 


and farm statistics, will convince any one 
that our lumber and mining interests are of 
-Vast proportions, 

“From the summary of the State's ag- . 
gregate surplus shipments in 1896, given fn 
the map, the following figures relating to 
the lumber and timber actually marketed 
@re taken: 

“Lumber, 199,455,300 feet, marketed by 98 
counties. 

“Wagon timber, 585,000 feet, marketed by 
counties, 

“Logs, 77,292,000 feet, marketed by 43 coun-

The aggregate value of the State’s total 
roduction of timber, computed at prevail- 
ng current prices, will approximate $7,000,- 
000 in the production of which over 6,000 
persons were employed. 

Almost every county tn the State pro- 
duced a sufficient amount of “native” or 
hard wood lumber for local use and a ma- 
ority of the seventy counties south of the 
sagan River each produced a large sur- 
plus. 

The pine producing Jands of the State 
are mostly located on the south apes 
of the Ozark Mountains, embracing, in the 
order of their relative production, the coun- 
ties of Carter, Wayne, Pemiscott, Stoddard, 
Shannon, Dunklin, M'ssissippi, New Ma- 
drid, Iron, Butler, Texas, Madison, Ripley, 
and Franklin, each of which marketed over 
1,000,000 feet of lumber. Many other counties 
in rr pare of the State have large for- 
ests of pine not yet being milled. 

Estimates furn'shed this bureau by the 
leading mill operators place the State's to- 
‘al oes of yellow pine for 1896 at 
175,000,000 fee 


Missouri's yellow pine differs from that 
of Arkansas, Louisiana and Texas, being of 
the variety known as ‘“‘short leaf pine.” 
It is lighter in weight and color than the 
pine grown further south, and is much su- 
perior for interior finish and fine work of 
all kinds and finds ready markets in the 
States of Kansae, Nebraska, Iowa, LIll- 
nois and Kentucky, 

Experts estimate that Missouri's presert 
available supply of pine will employ the 
milis now in operation for twenty-five years, 

The counties mentioned also produce large 
quantities of wagon timber, etaves and 
cooperage and there are splendid openings 
for such factories throughout all that part 
of the State. 

The following are the principal lumber 
producing counties of South Missouri, the 
greater portion of their output being pine: :

The Irish ,Joan of Are Tells 


of Her Work. 


SAYS IRELAND WILL BE FREE. 


A COMMITTEE MET MISS GONNE 
AT UNION STATION AND A 
% RECEPTION FOLLOWED. 


SHE IS TALL AND GRACEFUL.

Her Appearance and Manner Suggest 
the Well-Bred French Woman 
Rather Than the Irish 
Girl That She Is. 


Miss Maud Gonne, Ireland's Joan of Are, 
arrived in St. Louis from Peoria, IIL, at 
7:45 o'clock last night. 

She was met at Union Station by a com- 
mittee consisting of John J. O’Connor, Jas. 
McGlynn, Andrew Hoolan, Martin Brennan, 
John 8, Leahy, Patrick Fitzgibbons, P. J. 
O'Brien, Patrick Byrne and Thomas Bee- 
han, 

Mr. O'Connor, who had met Miss Gonne 
in Chicago, entered her car on the arrival 
of the train and introduced her to each 
member of the committee. The party then 
went in carriages to the Lindell Hotel, 
where a large company had assembled to 
do honor to Miss Gonne, : 

It took some time to change her traveling 
gown for a costume of rich black velvet, 
and !t was nearly 9-o’clock before the re- 
ception took place in the hotel parlors. 

Before the reception Miss Gonne received 
a Post-Dispatch reporter in one of the par- 
lors, and talked entertainingly of herself* 
and her work. Hers ig a.é6triking person- 
ality. She is 5 feet 10 inches in height and 
graceful in every movement—a somewhat 
rare combination. There is a great deal 
of character in her face. She has high 
cheek bones, and a square chin, denoting 
firmness of purpose, and a world of energy. 
She has a profusion of brown hair, which 
she wears In a coll. Her brown eyes are 
full of fire and expression, and she has the 


wit of a true daughter of Erin, with the 
chic and vivacity of a Parisienne. She 


6trikes one as being of the Frenadh type 
rather than Irish, and her grace reminds 
one of Bernhardt’se. She speaks with some- 
thing of an English accent, and yet there 1s 
an cccasional suggestion of the French 
woman in her pronunciation, and the vivac- 
ity and rapidity of her speech. 

“Sometimes the papers say I am an En- 
glishwoman,’’ she said, “It makes me an- 

ry, in view of the work I am engaged ‘in, 

Dannie if I wag English I could not -do 
this. | think of one who will speak against 
his. own country—well, it is like speaking 
against one’s mother. The mistake has 
arisen because my father, Col. Thomas 
Gonne, was an officer in the English army. 

“I was born in Ireland, in Kerry, and 
lived mostly in Dublin till I was 10 yeara 
old. Then 1 went to Parts. I was educated 
in Dublin, Paris and Italy. I was first at- 
tracted ta the Irish cause by the contrast 
between the condition of the people in Ire- 
Jand and those on the continent, after my 
return to Ireland. 

“Then one cay I was at a dinner party 
given by a large land owner, He told us at 
the dinner table of having seen one of his 
evicted tenants, an old woman, lying by 
the roadside with only some branches of 
trees to cover her. He said it would be a 
warning to others, and added that he did 
not think she would live till morning. 

“What horrified Me was that not one of 
the, company expressed any Surprise, or 
pity, or indignation. It was taken quite as 
amatter of course. Did the old woman die? 
I really don't know. That was enough 
for me. I left there at once and never 
knew what became of the old woman, 

“I decided finally to enlist in the cause. 
I could not do so at once. I had to wait 
till I was twenty-one. You see my family 
and friends were bitterly opposed to it. T 
had belonged to the Castle set in Dublin 
and as a young girl had entered into the so- 
clal gayeties,. My father was in the army: 
my friends wére all] Loyalists. I lost my fa- 
ther when 1 was nineteen, but after that I 

ala guardian, and I had to wait till I 
Was twenty-one or be without means. 

“I met all the Irish leaders and began 
working for the cause. 1 went to Paris and 
enlisted the papers’ help to the extent of 
publishing articles on Ireland. Two thou- 
sand such articles were afterwards pub- 
lished in French newspapers. We have had 
great success in France. The Irish cause is 
popular there and arouses great enthusi- 
asm. Announce a meeting there and the 
house will be full. The audience will be 
French, too, as the Irish colony, even in 
Paris, is very small. 

“Until I began my work in France, the 
only news of Ireland the French papers 
could get came through English sources. 
England contréls all the telegraph wires 
and cables, and the news {ts colored accord- 
ingly. I was enabled to give them the 
news edited, and my paper in Paris, Ire- 
cs Libre, serves largely as a news bureau. 

“My present tour’has a twofold object. 
The ate ge are equally divided between 
the fund for the Irish Centenary in 1898 
and the Amnesty Assoclation fund to be 
given to political prisoners when they are 
released, 

“We have great hopes of the centenary. 
Will it end in organization? I suppose it 
will. It will bring the Irish of Ireland and 
those of the rest of the world into closer 
touch, and when those who ieft Ireland 
years ago, and their sons, are on the soil, 
“it will awaken their spirit. If organization 
results I suppose the principles will be 
largely the same as those which inspired 
the patriots of 1798. The centenary will also 
serve to correct the false impression so {n- 
re ny, circulated by England that the

MRS. CAROLINE DIEHL TWICE AT- 
TACKS HER HUSBAND WHILE 
INSANE FROM GRIEF, 


GIVEN A RIDE TO THE ASYLUM. 


Death of a Loved Child Broke the 
Lady’s Mind Down and Recov- 
ery Has Been Temporary.

tenance of her withered face, old Mrs. 
Caroline Diehl was taken out of her little 
housé, at 220 Miller street, yesterday morn- 
ing by Policeman Hanrahan and assisted 
into an ambulance. 

“Are we going driving?’ she said. She 
was told she was and grinning at her old 
husband, who stood on the sidewalk with 
tears in his eyes, as if to say good-by. She 
was driven rapidly to the observation ward 
in the City Hospital. 

Caroline Diehl and her husband, Christian 
Diehl, were married in New Orleans, in 
1868, and a year later a child was born to 
them. On the following year another was 
born, but died-shortly afterwards. Mrs. 
Diehl grieved and brooded over her mis- 
fortune until her mind gave way. 

In 1874 Diehl, his wife and their 6-year-old 
son came to St. Louis. They lived on Eighth 
and Hickory streets. One night Diehl and 
his wife sat before the fire talking. He 
stooped down to take off his shoe prepara- 
tory to retiring, when Caroline, who had 
been awaiting an opportunity, stuck a 
butcher knife into the side of his face, and 
then emitted a loud, hollow laugh. He fied 
from the house to a neighboring doctor's 
Office, where his wound was dressed. He 
aimost-bled to death. 

Mrs. Diehl was sent to an asylum, It was 
not long before her signs of insanity began 
to disappear and she was taken out. 

Her mind again gave way in 1892, when her 
second son, William, d:ed, but her insanity 
did not assume a violent form, 

One night about two weeks after her son's 
death she dressed and left the house, say- 
ing-she was going to take a car ride, Diehl] 
ran after her but she escaped. Later she 
was found at Franklin avenue and Broad- 
way, wandering in the gtreets. She was 
then sent to the asylum. 

She was taken out last September with 
her condition greatly improved. For the 
last week Diehl has been suspicious of her 
actions. A few days ago she went to 
Kling’s grocery sore, Third and Miller 
streets, carrying a funnel in her hand. She 
insisted on having a dime’s worth of coal 
oil in it. 

Diehl is night watchman at the Western 
Foundry.and Sash Weight Company, Sec- 
ond and Miller Streets. Yesterday morning 
he came home and lay down to sleep. He 
was awakened by the irrational talk’ng of 
his wife, who, as soon as he sat up in bed, 
ran at him with a butcher knife. He 
quseped out of bed and ran out of the 
10use, 

Diehl got a policeman and returned to the 
house. At the sight of the policeman Mrs, 
Diehl was quieted and agreed to take the 
ride to the hospital.

the most striking portions have 
been translated for the benefit of Sunday 
Post-Dispatch readers. He discusses the 
old, vexed questions of men’s responsibility 
to their fellow men. 

He supposes the case of a man and wife, 
or mother and son, who have given up all 
their wealth for the poor, who are Living in 
the country, and earning their own living, 
as Tolstoy conceives it. one’s duty to do, 

“One would think,”’ he says, “no kind of 


life could be better. But, nevertheless, this 
life will be purgatory, or will become purga- 
tory. if these people are not hypocrites. 

“If these people have renounced the ad- 
vantages and pleasures of life which town 
and money gave them, they have done so 
only because they acknowledge all men 
to be brothers—equals before their Father. 

“One may possibly have doubts as to the 
equality of people when one considers adults 
each With a different past, but doubt be- 
comes impossiMe when one looks at chil-

“It seems necessary to keep a glass of 
milk; but Matrena has two unweaned babes 
who can find no milk in. their mother’s 
breast, and a 2-year-old child which is on 
the verge of starvation. They might keep a 
pillow and a blanket, so as to sleep as usual 
after a busy day, but a sick man its helf 
frozen at night, being only covered with bark 
matting. They would have kept tea and 
food, but had to give it to some old pilgrims 
who were exhausteil. At least it seemed 
right to keep the house clean, but beggar 
boys come and are allowed to spend the 
night. 

“Where and how can one stop? Only those 
will find a point of stoppage who are either 
strangers to that feeling of the reality of 
the brotherhood of men which has brought 
these people to the village, or Who are so 
accustomed to lie that they no longer 
notice the difference between truth and 
falsehood. The fact is, no such point of 
stoppage can exist; and if such a limit be 
found, it only proves that the feeling which 
prompted these People’s act was imaginary 
or feigned,

home; having no longer a bed or a pillow, 
they sleep on some straw they have col.

“How is one to act In such cases? Let 
the fever-stricken man have the damp floor 
and lie in the dry place yourself—and you 
will be further from sleep than the other 
way. If you put him on your straw and 
lie near him you will get typhus. If you 
give the beggar six of your last dollars, you 
will be left without bread to-morrow; but 
to refuse means, as he sald, to turn from 
that for the sake of which one lives. 


“If you could stop here, why could you 
not etop sooner? Why need you help peo- 
ple? Why give up your property, and leave 
the town? Where can one draw the line? 
If there is a limit to the work you are do- 
ing, then !t all has no meaning, or has only 
the dreadful meaning of hypocrisy. 

“How is one to act?! What Is one to do? 
Not to draw back means to lose one’s life, 
to starve, to die, and apparently—uselessly. 
To stop is to repudiate that for the sake 
of which one has acted, for which one has 
done whatever good has been accomplished, 
And one cannot repudiate it, for it is no in- 
vention of mine, or of Christ's, that we are 
brothers and must serve each other; it Is 
real fact, you can never tear that con- 
sciousness out of the heart of man. Is 
there no escape? 

“Let ue !magine that these people, not 
dismayed by the necessity of sacrifice, 
which brought them to a position Inevita- 
bly leading to death, decided that this po- 
sition arose from thelr having come to 
help the villagers with means too scanty 
for the work, and that the result would 
have been different, and they would have 
done more good, had they’ possessed more 
money. Let us fmagine that they find re- 
gources, collect tmmense sums of money, 
and begin to help. Within a few weeks 
the same thing will repeat Iteelf. 


“But perhaps there ts a third way? @ome 
people say there is; that kt consists @ tn- 
creasing the enlightenment of the ma@peeR, 
that this will destroy Imequality, But tle 
path je too evidently hypocritical; you cat- 
~ Gad Pye nha population that is constant- 


ly otf the verge of perishing from want, 
“rhe there ls yet a fourth way; that of 

aidin in the destruction of the cavers 

which produce Inequality—aliing fn the de- 


struction of force, which produces it. The 
people I have pictured to myself would say: 


the terrible position that we must neces- 
sarily starve and die a slow death, or re 
pudiate the sole moral basis of our lives 
this is beceuse some store up accumula- 
tions of wealth while others are destitute; 
this inequality ts based on force; and, theres 
fore, since the root of the matter is force, 
we must contend against force. 

“Only by the destruction of force and of 
the slavery whieh results from force can 
a service of man become possible which 
will not necessarily lead to the sacrifice of 
life itself. 

“But how Is force to be destroyed? Where 
is it? It fs Im the soldiers, in the police, in 
officials, and in the lock which fastens my 
door. How can 1 strive against it? Where, 


and In what? 


“Tt Is here that we find people, revolu- 
tlonists, who while maintaining their own 
lives, altogether under the system of force, 
strive against this force, opposing violence 
to violence. But for a sincere man this 
is impossible. To fight force by force means 
merely to replace the old violence by a new 
one. To help by ‘culture’ founded on force 
is to do the same. 

‘Even in the case I have tmagined, not te 
admit a sick man to my hut and my bed, 
and to refuse the doliar because I can vs 
force retain it. 1s also to make use of come 
pulsion. Therefore, in our society the struge 
gle against force does not, for him whe 
would live-in brotherhood, ,eliminate the 
necessity of ylelding up his life, of dying, 
while at the same time always striving 
against violence, preaching non-resistanos, 
exposing violence, and, above all, giving ae 


example of non-resistance and of seif- 


sacrifice.

She is a type of the earnest, intelligent, 
enthusiastic young woman who turns aside 
from the frivolities of society and the grat- 
ification of self to do good. Her social 
philosophy is all embraced in the “do unto 
others.” Her merciful ministrations have 
won for her the grateful reverence of hun- 
dreds in “the other half.” 

She is greatly interested in the news- 
boys. She admires their independence and 
self-reliance, and says the home ig to be so 
conducted as not to impair this sense of 
eelf-dependence, 

By love, and love alone, she thinks they 
can be reclaimed aM be made useful men. 

Miss Rankin was asked to tell what she 
thought of the newsboys and the pros. 

~~ pects of the home reaching them. 

“I am deeply impressed,” she sald, “with 
the importance of the work which the home 
will do. The care of the newsboys means 
the education and care of the future cit 
zens of St. Louis, 

“The interest taken by the boys the open- | 


— 


- ing night and the air of proprietorship they 
manifested delighted me in the extreme. 
Their bright, animated little faces, which 
had been vigorously scrubbed with soap and 
water, had the effect of a full moon peering 
out of a black cloud. o 

“They fully supposed they had cleansed 
all that was necessary for appearance’s 
sake when they had made their faces pre- 
sentable, 

“But we have baths attached to the home 
and will compel cleanliness before accepting 
them as lodgers. 

“We charge 5 cents a night, because we 
know the little fellows will be more gelf- 
reliant, independent and interested in the 
home if they are forced to pay something. 

“Then, besides, we don’t desire to pau- 

perize these boys by taking them on charity, when they can afford to pay the small amount required. 

“To show the spirit of ownership these lttle fellows feel, I will tell you an incident that happened oy 

the evening of the opening. 

“Mrs. Knox of 4430 West Morgan street has been a great worker in this cause and has, on account 

her motherly ways, won the hearts and confidence of these boys. 

“On the evening of the opening one of the little fellows came through the rooms looking for Mrs. Knox 

and upon being told she was busy, he said: 

**But I must see her.’ 

“Well, won’t some one else do? She !s busy." 

“‘No, said the boy,‘don’t you know that me and Mrs. Knox are getting up this home?’ 

“That shows the interest they feel. It is theirs and they feel they pay for It. 

“All through the sleeping apartments they wandered, and many were the amusing comments they made. 

“One boy turned down the bed clothes to see how much cover there was on the bed, and his companion 

said: ‘Oh, you don’t need to worry; there’s plenty on them beds, and ain’t they white and clean, though? 

Say, it must be just boss to sleep in anything as soft as that, mustn't it? 


“These boys,” eontinued Miss Rankin, “are wonderful to me. 

“They go eut to earn a livelihood at an age when children delicately reared would not be trusted on the 
street alone. They keep out of the way of the street cars, and from under the horses’ hoofs, ever bobbing 
about and popping up at unexpected places, calling out their papers. 

“There 1s a spirit of independence and self-reliance about these youngsters that I admire wherever I 
see it, 

“The very insight they get into humanity, the poverty they have to endure, and the foresight they culti- 
vate, fit them, should they ever be given an opportunity, for good business men, 

“A striking example of their honesty was brought to my notice the other day. A gentleman bought a 
paper on an Olive street car. He hadn't any pennies, so he gave the boy a dime. Just at that moment 
the car started, and the gentleman mumbled to himself that that was the last of his dime. Just then, 
much to his surprise, the little fellow came running after the car with the correct change. 


“*You can keep the change,’ said the man, ‘and I admire you for your honesty.’ 

“So it is with the majority of the newsboys; they are honest, as a rule, and very appreciative, 

“We have at present only room for thirteen boys at the home, but we are in hopes that by the help 
of a kindly people we will be enabled to enlarge the capacity before long and furnish something to eat, be- 
sides the lodging. 

“By love, and love alone, can we reclaim these boys. The mere act from a spirit of philanthropy will do 
no good, 

“If the matron wfll win the love and confidence of these boys and love them in return, and let them 
come to her as they would to a mother, shed tears if they feel disposed, we can then do more good than 
can be correctly measured. 

“Many of these boys have never known a home but the street, and a mother’s care is something they 
don’t understand. 

“We want to try and be home and mother to the newsboys, and if we save the boys the men will 
take care of themselves.” 3 

“It te a most pitiful thought to me to think of the little newsboys huddling down in that alley near 
Seventh and Pine streets, and trying to keep warm these bitter winter nights by means of a steam pipe 
that runs on the outside of a building. 

“Manyarethe pathetic stories told about the unselfishness of these little fellows. 

“One story was told where two brothers slept in a dry goods box, close to this pipe, and a small com- 
panion, coming in sick one night, one of the boys gets out and gives him hig share of the box and hie piece 
of old carpet that served him for a cover. : 


“There is as dtrict a code of honor among these boys, in regard to encroaching on one another's ter- 
ritory where they are selling papers, as there is in the higher professions. A@ a rule they are stanch and 
true to one another, as well as to the friends who assist them. I look forward to the time when there 
open food and shelter in our home for every little ragged, homeless wanderer that sells papers in St. 
Louis.’ |

Two years ago Dr. Baraduc published a 
book‘ reproducing a series of photographs 
of impressions entailed by the projection 
of human magnetism on to sensitized plates 
held at a distance of a few inches from the 
fingers. Dr. M. Adam made similar ex- 
periments and obtained some most striking 
impressions. He found also that the blood 
of recently killed animals entailed similar 
impressions on sensitized plates. The Com- 
mandant Tegrad of the French army fol- 
lowed suit, but modified the experiments 
by placing his fingers on the plates while 
in a developing bath of hydra-quinine, He 
obtained stronger images by this process 
than those obtained without contact.

The impression assumes the well-known 
form presented by the action of a magnet 
on iron filings.+ These gentlemen shortly 
afterward obtained a very similar image 
by holding both hands in contact with the 
giass side of a plate.

T is now thirty-two years since I became 

a freed man, and I have undergone so 

many trials on account of my black 
ekin during that time that I have come to 
the conclusion that I was better off as a 
slave, and real:'y wish It were possible for 
me to resume my former Ife. 

To some people my statements may ap- 
pear as bring the hallucination of a dis- 
Others, particularly 
members of my own race, may think that 
I am endeavoring to gain the favor of the 
whites and call me a “white man's nigger."’ 

I am happy to say, however, that I am 
in my right mind, and know exactly what 
Iam about. 

But let me make myself clear: I am not 
talking for my race at large, but for myself. 
Let the negroes at large decide what is best 
for them; that ts thelr prerogative. My 
Bole desire is for the return of the days 
“befo’ de wah,’ when, though a slave, I 
was well-fed, well-kept, and my life was 
secure, : 

That slavery had {ts horrors;I am well 
aware, but fortunately for me, Acting bles- 
sed with a good master, they were entirely 
foreign to me, : 

Being a reliable and responsible servant 
I was my master’s body-servant. Whea- 
ever I traveled with him my place was in 
the same coach. Indeed, he would have 
censured me had I ventured to peep in tho

slave I was never subjected to such hu- 
milation, ; 

The violence to which colored people are 
subjected to-day was unknown when I was 
a slave. If a slave was-accused.of any 
crane he was arrested and given a proper 
trial. His master saw to it that justice was 
accorded him. No poor white man dared 
to touch a slave, no mater how flagrant 
the crime of which he was accused. He 
Wouldn't think of interfering with him. 

Look at the contrast to-day. In many parts 
of th’s country a negro carries his life in ‘his 
hands, In some instances he is ruthlessly 
murdered on the slightest provocation. What 
show have I in the courts to-day? None 
whatever. The commonest Anglo-Saxon 
“scrub” can inflict upon me any injury he 
pleases, and if I have the temerity to seek 
redress tn the courts, ‘Justice’ stops her 
ears and refuses to give me a verdict. . 

The slaves who did not work in the fleid 
were mechanics, They were engaged In all 
kinds of handicraft, In those days in this 
part of the country there was not a word of 
protest against negro mechanics. They were 
found all over the South. but if I attempted 
to put my boy in a foundry North or south, 
In order that he might learn a trade so as to 
make an honest living, there would be a 
tempest In a teapot, 

Nobody knows what I hate suffered all 
these years at the hands of that class who, 
though of different hue, I considered be- 
ne ith me. I was not allowed to associate 
with them, and since they had no standing 
Wita the siave-holders, they wero a woebe- 
Rone, miserable lot. With my emancipation 
came theirs, but the ingrates have been too 
dull of apprehension to realize it and they 
have bitterjy persecuted me ever since. I 
know whereof I Ssppeak, for there were 
many prominent men who favored the abo- 
lition of slavery not so much because they 
pitied the condition of the hegro, but be- 
cause they knew full well that it would 
better the condition of the poor whites, 

Reader, consider the facts carefully, and 
Tam not justified in my position.

ITHIN three months three men have been within the shadows of the gallows in Clark County, Mis: 
sourl, They were charged with murder of one woman. The circumstantial. evidence was without @ 
flaw. Juries would have inflicted the death penalty without leaving their seats. 

But they were innocent men. The women they were believed to have murdered were alive. The men 
were able to prove this incontrovertibly. The women were produced in the flesh. They came back to sive 
the lie to the positive identification of the corpse, 

The murdered woman for whom they were mistaken 1s stilka@ mysterious unknown. There were né 
witnesses to the commission of the crime. Within a week, probably, another man will be arrested, charged 
with the crime, The evidence against him will be circumstantial. Unless he can produce the woman he will 
be accused of slaying he will most likely be hanged. 

The body of a young woman was found itn a well near Wayland, Mo., July 18. She had been murdered. 
Nobody in the neighborhood could identify her. The body was buried. 

Since that the body has been disinterred four times, positively identified twice and partially several 
times. The two positive identifications directed suspicion to the three men. A strong chain of circumstantial 
evidence was forged. They were arrested. Their conviction was assured. 

Two of the men were accused of murdering Emma Goins. The woman’s husband had identified her, not 
only by her general appearance, but by a peculiar mark on her foot. She turned up on the evening before 
the preliminary examination and saved the necks of the two men. ° 

Again the body was identified as that of Lelia Sumpter. Thethird man was arrested. The evidence was 
convincing. The Sumpter woman appeared in the flesh and another neck was saved. 7 

Relatives of several other miss'ng girls from various parts of the country looked at the body and sald 
they thought they knew the dead woman, but they were not positive. If they had been, other arrests might 
have been made, other damaging circumstantial evidence arrayed and other lives jeopardized. 

Letters came to the county authorities from all over the country, expressing belief in the identity of 
the murdered woman, based on the newspaper descriptions, but these were not conclusive enough to war- 
rant investigation. If they had been, still other men might have felt the halter tighten around their necke. 

The murder was @ most horrible one and most mysterious. Nothing else was talked about in the north- 
ern part of the State for weeks after it occurred. But the subsequent remarkable occurrences have over- 
shadowed it in interest. 

Wayland is a village on the Keokuk & Western Rallroad, twelve miles west of Keokuk. Two miles 
south of the place the county road crosses Fox River on White Bridge. ‘At the far end of the bridge is a 
level timbered bit of lowland. For years th's has been a favored cA4amping place of Gypsies and horse traders. 

Last June an open wagon, drawn hy two grays, paseed through Wayland. The occupants’ were a 
man and a woman, He was medium-sized, of sandy complexion. She was a rather good-looking woman of 
Wpout 25. with a strikingly developed figure. Her hair was short and curly. They put up a tent and 
camped at White Bridge. 

They only stayed a little while. They went away southward. July 9 they returned. They then had two 
Brrels, a bay and a gray. ' 

With them came a white pointer dog with black epots. The man said they had been in Illinois. 

At 10 o'clock the following Wednesday night Rev. J. H. Beard lelt Wayland to walk to his home beyond 
the Fox River. As he crossed White Bridge he heard voices raised high in anger. One of them belonged to a 
women. As he stepped out of the bridge’s shadow he was seen, and the voices were stilled. The moon was 
shining brightly. Sitting on a stump beside the road the preacher saw the curly-headed woman. 

By the woman's side was a man of medium height. Some distance away was a large, tall man, who seemed 
almost beside himself with rage. 

Before the minister had passed out of hearing the quarreling was renewed with greater fury. 

At daylight the next morning S. A. Quick, a farmer living southward on the road, saw the small man drive 
past at a furlous gait. The tent was tumbled Into the back end of the wagon. 

A couple of hours later the white pointer dog came trotting down the road. If seemed to be lost. The chil- 
dren called it In and it stayed there, but every day it wandered down to the White Bridge camping ground and 
trotted back and forth between the spot where the wagon had stood and the well at the White Bridge School- 
house at the foot of the hill. 

July 19 the wife and children of Frederick Heimer, a farmer, were passing by on the other side of the river. 
They saw the white dog sniffling about the pump platform, Frances, a 14-year-old girl, ran across the bridge 


and up to the well. She found a plank loose and lifted it. 

She dropped {tt again and ran screaming away. 

“There's a body tn the well,” she shouted to the others, 

A crowd gathered and the body was lifted out. It was clothed only in a flannel Union sult. The right side 
of the skull had been crushed, apparently with an ax. There were also bruises on the face. 

The ax with which the deed. was done was found in the river, still covered with blood and brains. A few 
miles down the road Sheriff George Drew found a heap of ashes in the brush. About the edges were frag- 
ments of cloth. He scraped about and found several buttons and some buckles. A short distance away the 
woman's hat was found. Near Quick’s house her shoes were picked up. Close by the well a cheap handker- 
chief, peculiarly patched, was found. 

Before the body was buried Sheriff Drew noticed a pecullar mark extending from the root of the small toe 
of the left foot, across to the other side, It seemed to be the result of an imperfectly-set fracture or a 


cut. He said nothing about it. ‘ 
“I'll make that scar the crucial test of identification,” he said to himself. 
Just a week after the body was found, a houseboat floated down the Mississippi and was tied up at Keo- 


kuk. The owner was Frank Goins of Foley, Mo, He heard about the finding of the body of the woman. He 
went to Police Headquarters. So many men had claimed to know the woman that Chief Trimble had lost pa- 
tience. He toid the fellow to get out. 

“Hear me!” cried the man tn desperation, “If the body is my wife's I'd know It even !f all the flesh was off 
the bones.” 


“What do you mean?’ asked the Chief, 

The fellow told him about the fractured foot. 

The Chief had never heard of the mark on the foot, but the man's story impressed him and Goins was 
sent to Wayland,

Goins said his wife had run away from Montrose, Mo., in April, with Clarence Hand. He took his best 
friend, George Ackers, and started in pursuit. His money ran out and he deputized Ackers to continue the 
pursult alone. Ackers overtook the couple near Keokuk. Instead of carrying the wife back to her husband, le 
fell-under her fascinations, and the three journeyed on together. 

The men were located in Walworth County, Wisconsin, They were arrested, but released before Deputy Mar- 
shal Gnyder of Kahoka got there. The deputy stayed there until, by means of a letter which passed through the 
Post-office, he located them at Elbow Lake. He arrested them and got them out of the State ahead of habeas 
corpus proceedings. 

A date\was set for the preliminary hearing. The day before a man and woman came down the river to 
Keokuk oh the steamer Weazel. The man said he was Wilbur Acker, father of George. He said the woman 
was Mrs. Goins. She would not talk much, but confirmed everything. the man sa‘d. She bore a striking resem- 
blance to the corpse. ; 

They reached Kahoka late that night. The next morning the preliminary hearing was held in the Court- 
house. News of the woman's presence had spread and the bu'lding was jammed. The people believed the men 
guilty. They thought theg¥oman was a fraud. There were mutterings. 

“We will not be satisfied unless she can show up the mark on her foot,’’ many of them said. 

Sheriff Drew went to the Prosecuting Attorney and told him what the feeling was. 4 

Several witnesses were examined. Their testimony pointed strongly to the guilt of the men. 

Then the woman was called. She told of the movements of herself and the two men since she had left her™ 
husband. She said Acker took her to her home in Lynxville, Wis., and none of them had been In Missourt | 
when the crime was committed. 

She dréw ber shoe and stocking from her left foot and held [tt up where everybody could see. The crowd 
gurged up inside the rail. The mark was there, extending from the base of the little toe clear across the foot, 
exactly as on the foot of the dead woman. 

The handkerchief was shown her. She was asked if it was hers. She sald she used to have one like It. 

The men could nor be tried 
for killiig @ Woman who-was palpably alive. They were released. Goins had returned to Foley. He and the 
woman’ were fot brought face to face. 

Shortly after Sheriff Drew received a letter from John Sumpter, a farmer, of near Moberly. He sald his 
wife, Lelia, had gone away with a horse trader named John Adkisson. He sent a photograph. People who had 
seen the woman at White Bridge, before and after death, promptly and unhesitatingly said the photograph 
fas hers. 

Thanksgiving Day Adkisson drove into Moberly. He was arrested. Sheriff Drew went to Moberly. Adkis- 
gon fitted the description of the medium-sized man at the well 60 perfectly that Drew picked him out of @ 
crowd of prisoners without hesitation. He was taken to Kahoka and locked up. 

Sheriff Drew had brought the white pointer to town. He relied on the animal to assist in the identifica- 
tion. The next day the seven prisoners in the jail were lined up in the corridor. The dog was brought 
down. It went straight to Adkisson, wagging its tall effusively and giving every sign of recognition. Adkis- 
gon started and then laughed. 

“I never seen the —— dog before,” he said. 

Sheriff Drew was exultant. “I’ve got a neck-cracking case this time,” he said. 

Adkisson said: Lelia Sumpter had been with him all the time and was then visiting relatives at Paris, 
fo. The man the Sheriff had been following had been alone. Drew thought Adkisson was lying. 

But he was not. In a few days J. B. Adkisson, John’s father, reached Kahoka with Mrs. Sumpter. 
She was positively identified as such. The people who had identified the corpse from the photograph took 
it all back when they stood before the original of the photograph, 

The case was nolle prosequied. There was nothing else to do. That was Tuesday. The trio returned 
to Moberly that night. 

Sheriff Drew will never rest until he has brought the murderer of the woman to justice. The case has 
become his master. Twice he seemed to have the halter around the necks of the guilty men, only to have 
the ground cut from under him completely. But that only increases his determination. 

“I am still in the chase,” he said. “I told you that I had chased Adkisson three hundred miles. Tf 
now know that I did not. I thought I was pursuing Adkisson, but I was not. When the Moberly author- 
ities arrested Adkisson I thought he was the man I wanted. The man I was pursuing had no woman With 
him. He is the man who killed the woman. I know his name and where he Is. I will get him yet. The 
pursuit has cost me already $200. I cannot be reimbursed and an officer is not allowed to receive reward 
in this State. I will have to spend more of my own money, but that don’t matter. I wan't to catch that 
murderer and then I will be ready to retire from the office. 

“My wife begs me to drop the thing, but I can’t. She knows I have lain awake frequently all night 
thinking over the case. Mighty few law breakers have escaped during my four terms and I am bound toe 
get that murderer. 

“You would have been astonished to see the letters I received for weeks after the body was found, 
It seemed like there must be a thousand women who had run away with roving vagabonds. And, by the 
way, I got a letter from Luetgert’s lawyers asking for a description of the body.”’ > 

“If these two women had not been found,” he said, “the circumstantial evidence was 680 strong that 
the men would almost certainly have been convicted.”

“We questioned the girl and were impressed with the truthful- 
ness of her story. She said ‘two men had seized her, but she 
was hinable to tell whether they were black or white. At the 


time,| she sa‘d, she screamed for assistance, but no help came. 

“After gileaning all the Cetails we could from her, fn her ex- 
cited state, we went down to 100K over the scene of the assault. 
We failed to find the slightest evidence of suéh a struggle as must 
have taken place when the asfault was committed. The bunch 
of ha'r and the waist which had been torn from the girl had been 
taken to the stat'on by a patrolman, 

“The spot where the assault was ea'd to have taken place 
was brilliantly lighted by an arc lamp at the corner. On the 
sidewalk across the street, in front of a saloon, not over 200 feet 
away, three men had been standing, they told wus, for a half 


heur, both previous to and after the time the girl eald she had 
heen assatiited..They said they had heard no scream for help.

| “h thorough search of the lot and the surrounding vicinity 
failed to discover an empty botdle that had contained the acid. 
We made a house-to-house canvass on both sides of the strect 
within a block, but nobody could be found who had heard any 


screams during the evening. 

“These developments roused the first faint suspicions ‘n our 
minds that the girl had.not told all the truth, and we returned 
to the house to have another interview with her. We had some 
difficulty in gaining admission. Her s'ster and brother-in-law 
sa’'d she was too {ll to be questioned, and fhe doctor had forbid- 

.den her to talk. We finally were admitted and questioned the girl 
more closely than before. 

“Our object wae to discover the motive for the assault. The 
girl said she had no dea what the motive was, and that she couid 
not imagine who her assailant might be. 

“The theory of a jealous sweetheart was uppermost in our 
minds, and we catechised her on that subject. She said that ehe 
had been keeping company with Ed Noonan up to the month 
previous. There had been no quarrel nor falling out, she said; 
their relations were pleasant and Noonan continued to call as 
usualat. her brother-in-law’s house. Since she and Noonan quit, 
Fhe added, she had been keeping company with a young man 
named Brown. 

‘This gave us our first possible clew to the girl’s assa’l- 
ants, and,-although Sadie protested that Noonan was innocent 
of the crime, we decided to arrest Noonan and sweat him. We 
thought 't peculiar that she should be so positive of hie inno- 
cence when she had just told us that she could not tell whether 
her assailant were white or black. When we asked her how she 
| could reconcile these two statements she became confused and 
could not anewer. 

““We arrested Noonan and h‘s brother in the vicinity of fe 
_ place where,the assault was committed. They told straightforward 
| Stories of their presence and movements during the evening, and 
, easily convinced us that they were innocent. As a matter of pre- 
' caution, however, they were held until next day, and then re- 
| leased, as there was absolutely nothing discovered to connect 
' them with the crime, 

“We also brought in the young man who had _ supplanted 
Noonan in the affections of Sadie, and examined him very closely, 
_ Only to become thoroughly convinced of his innocence also. Then 
we were all at sea again, 

“In the meantime we had made a critical examination of the 
_ Barment and hair found in the lot. The hair was a long tuft of 
, ight brown, and only a small portion of it showed any evidence 
| of having been touched by a knife or scissors. We had looked 

, cClosdly at the hair remaining on Sadie’s head, and decided that 
the hair found in the lot was of a much lighter hue. The hair on 
her head was slightly curled at the ends. There was no evidence 
of any jagged or uneven edges such as would result had the hair 
been recently severed in a bungling manner by force. This led us 
to the conclugion that the hair found in the lot was a ‘switch,’ or 
part of one. 

“The garment found was an old waist, well worn and of the 
fiimsiest material. There was not a fresh rip or tear in it. and not 
one of the fifteen button hooks and eyes had been destroyed or 
disarranged. To test the accuracy of our conclusions, we experi-

“Balked at every turn in our efforts to obtain a clew to the 
identity of the girl's assailants, we attempted to gain another 
Interview with her, but were prevented by the action of her

“This blocked our efforts in that direction and left us where 
we were at the beginning. 

“We do not say that the girl was not assaulted by some one 
Dut her reticence and the refusal of her relations to allew her to 
be questioned out of their hearing, gives the case a strange look 
When we asked her former sweetheart, Noonan, who, in his opin- 
fon, would be gullty of such an assault, he promptly replied that 
he thought no one but herself would do such a trick, as she had 
no enemies, '

Detectives Unable to Solve the Mystery of a Stealthy Crime—They 


‘Claim the Girl Assaulted Herself—Their Report Dissected 
for the Sunday Post-Dispatch by 
' Charles P. Johnson, =~

iB ETECTIVES in real life do not wear disguises nor go around clothed in an atmosphere of mystery, They do not appear suddenly in unexpected places, crying

“Aha!” and revealing their identity by pulling off a set of false whiskers and flashing 1 Blinkerton badge. Instead of that, they go about their business with 

an air of common sense, indulge in a few Sherlock Holmes tactics—very few—and depend a great deal upon circumstances and their knowledge of persons 
and places to aid them in their search for any particular individual who may have done wrong. , 

The public has but a vague idea of the methods adopted by the modern “plain clothes man” in his efforts to ferret out crimes and bring criminals to justice. 
In the mind of the layman an air of romance is always thrown around the professional man hunter, but as a matter of fact the methods pursued by modern detectives 
are as different from those of the Vidocqs of yellow-back literature as could well be imagined. Investigation supplants the second sight of the sleuth of fiction. Dis- 
guises are of no avail. The local ‘‘fly cops” are too well known to the members of the fraternity which preys upon society. | 

The foremost idea in the mind of the St. Louis sleuth is to make an arrest. If he fails to “run in” somebody within a few hours after the commission of a 
crime, his failure is liable to be commented upon. If he is not able at once to locate the perpetrator of a certain crime or to formulate a reasonable theory concerning 
it, he turns his attention to the victim and tries to force from him a confession of guilt. Since dead men tell no tales, it is easier to say that a decedent committed suicide 
than to find his murderer. If a man or woman is assaulted, it is far easier to accuse him or her of the assault than to locate the culprit. A fair example of their methods 
is afforded by the case of Sadie Cartledge. | 

It is peculiar and mysterious in several ways. Miss Cartledge ,a comely girl of 17, was employed as a servant by a family on Laclede avenue. She left there 
every night to go to the residence of her brother-in-law, Mr. Hayes, 3679 Manchester avenue, two or three blocks distant. To save time she frequently crossed the 
big vacant lot at the corner of Grand and Manchester avenues. While on her way home Saturday night, November 27, she declares, she was seized by two men, 
who cut off part of her hair, tore her cape and bodice from her, threw carbolic acid or vitriol in her face and on her breast, replaced her cape, gave her a parting kitk 
and fled. She ran to the home of her brother-in-law, ove long block distant, where she told her story. The matter was not reported to the police. They learned offit

A Sherlock Holmes Analysis. 


HE detectives’ story of what they did im the case was submiit*! +e 

Charles P. Johnson. He was asked to impartially analyse thelr 

_ theory and work from his standpoint as a lawyer of extensive pre. 

tice in the criminal courte and ss°one necessarily familiar with the proc- 
tices and customs of persons who commit crimes. His analysis follows: 


“N° woman ever wilfully sought to destroy her own 
beauty. You may set that down as a safe proposition, 
Therefore the police theory concerning Sadie Cart- 
ledge is wrong. The girl did not pour carbelic acid or vitriol 
on herself. Where does a woman's beauty lie? In her face and 
breast; and it is dearer to her than any other earthly consid- 
eration. To say that this young girl applied to her own person 
a corrosive acid that would eat away the flesh from these parts 
is to display a woeful lack of knowledge of human nature. She 
is just at an age when she wouid prize them most highly. 

“What object could she possibly have? Why should she elip 
her own hair, despoil her beauty, tear the clothing from her 
body and run through the streets with nothing but a cape over 
her shoulders? A woman who would do such a thing might well 
be considered non compos mentis, and it has never been claimed 
that th's young girl Is crazy. No sane woman is going to dis- 
figure herself for life, especially when such disfigurement would 
incur the intense etiffering due to the burns of g strong acid. 

“All the evidence produced by the officers tn this case ts 
negative. Instead of endeavoring to substantiate her story, they 
geem to have bent their energies to the task of tearing it to 
pieces, Such evidence wqenid count for nothing in a court, and 
the public is too wise to be dece'ved by a minus quantity. The 
girl has declared fhat an assault took place. The detectives 
have not proved her etatement to be false, 

“Their assertion that nobody In the neighborhood heard 
screams cr any unusual noise at the hour the assault occurred 
proves nothing. People tn a great city do not pay attention to 
every sound they hear. The girl says she scr*amed for help. It 
is quite possible and very probable that she did not. She made 
the necessary effort and thought she screamed, but her nervous 
system was so paralyged by fear that she could not utter a 
sound. A man ina nightmare might strain himself vuntil his 
veing are on the point of bursting in an effort to cry aloud and 
yet not make himself heard. So it probably was with Sadie 
Cartledge. The fear, the intense pain and the knowledge that her 
beauty was gone conspired to render her helpless for the time 
being, but she {is honest in believing that she screamed for help. 

“The condition of the waist is not difficult to explain. The girl 
was a servant. It was Saturday night. After a hard day's work 
she was going home. She expected no callers. She was tired, and 
it js more than likely that she, following the reprehensible prac- 
tice of many women, had permitted her clothing to become dia- 
ordered. To remove any part would have been the work of an in- 
stant. Her assailants, in pouring the acid on her breast, experi- 
enced no difficulty. They probably tore the waist from her out of 
pure deviltry, for the same reason that they kicked her, 

“One thing is certain—the girl could not have kicked herself 
literally, though she has doubtless done so figuratively for having 
talked to detectives who are stup!d enough to accuse her of hav- 
ing assaulted herself. 

“It is a wonder they did not accuse her of having attempted 
suicide. But even they recognize the fact that carbolic acid, when 
taken for the purpose ef destroying life, is not applied externally. 

“According to the statements of two men who were loafing 
around a saloon in that vicinity, they were there at the time the 
assault is said to have occurred. They saw nothing and heard no 
cries. Now, I happen’to know that it was !mpossible for them to 
have seen anything, for a high billboard intervenes between the 
saloon and the vacant lot the girl was crossing. Therefore their 
testimony on that point amounts to nothing. Besides, being sev- 
eral hundred feet away from the spot, they might even have 
missed a cry of unusual strength. 

“The detect'ves say that M'se Cartledge could not reconcile 
her conviction that her former sweetheart, Ed Noonan, was inno- 
cent of the assault, and the ‘act that she could not even cell 
the color of her as$alilants. Ahout this there .s nothing strance 
at all. She and )oonan were on the best of terms. She had ab- 
eolutely no reason to suspect iim Having faith in his innocence, 
she declared it. They tried to vee this to her d'sadvantage. Lut 
the fact that she could not tel! whetter her assailants were black 
or white is not stranee. The sudden fright was of itsclf sufi- 
c‘ent to rob her of the power of cbservation. When the acil was 
dashed in her facé she instinect'veiy closed her eyes. The whole 
affa'r was over ina minute. Before she could recover her w'ts 
the men were cohe. How {s ste to be expected to give a de- 
scription of them? 

“Another false step made by the detectives was that of ques- 
tioning the girl so soon after the assault. Naturally, her nerves 
were disordered and she was in no condition to talk connectedly 
or give a satisfactory version of the outrage. It is no wonder 
that she contradicted herself on several points, but they hap- 
pened to have been immateria). The brother-in-law is to be 
commended for his refusal to allow the girl to be seen again 
after she had been Interviewed twice within a short time, and 
when she was still In a highly overwrought condition. She 
should not have been allowed to talk at all until the next day, 
or until she was thoroughly composed. There was no need of 
undue haste, for there was no danger that the culprits would 
leave the city, and they were already as far away from the 
scene of the outrage as they w-ll ever go for safety. 

“One act that cannot be too strongly condemned is that of 
the police in arresting and holding young Noonan and his 
brother. The officers themselves say that there was not the 
slightest particle of evidence «against them; yet they were 
kept in prison over night, as a preéautionary measure. What 
these young men ought to do is to sue the officers who arrested 
them. What is the police force for—to arrest and imprison In- 
nocent persons that the victim of an outrage may be compelled, 
through sympathy, to declare herself guilty of an assault upon 
herself which she never made? 

“Miss Cartledge was undoubtedly the victim of some freak 
criminal like ‘Jack, the Oll Thrower,’ who has been operating in 
North St. Louls for several months. He and his companion were 
not actuated by revenge, nor by a desire to rob. 

“The trouble with detectives Is that they do not reason. They 
form one theory, become imbued with one idea, and nothing can 
change them. They decide that a person is or is not guilty of a 
certaih crime, and then they make every suspicious cir: um- 
stance bend to their theory instead of taking a broad view of the 
case and endeavoring to discover the facts. Besides, they are 
afraid of criticism, and want to get through with the matter as 


quickly as possibile.”

One of the strings disposed of by 
Webster was presented to the chiefs of the 
Six Nations by President Washington, when 
he made a treaty with them soon after the 
United States became an independent na- 
tion. Another, still older than this, and far 
more famous, is the Hiawatha belt, which 
dates back to the time when the six tribes,

When 
I was told that according to programme the ridefs were required to spin 
around the ring incessantly for two hours, and that daily for six days, [ 
was astonished. I was shocked.. I was amazed. When I learned that these 
young women subject themselves to shich tests of endurance for money [ 
was grieved. It pained me to see them forfeiting health for gain in such a 
way. I was almost tempted to say, “They are selling body and soul.” 

But to waive the question of morals, I see many other reasons to con- 
demn the Coliseum Bicycle Show. Such strain is bound to wreck the 
body: .The owner of a valuable horse would not allow the animal to test 
his endurance to such a point. No. He would be solicitous for the life 
of the horse. God intended women to be better than horses. But in the 
Coliseum Tuesday night I saw women—probably the daughters of good 
parents—taking the place of race horses.

The sight was not 
pleasing. I was more horrified than pleased.

It Is Partially Explained by the Na- 
tional Prison Association. 


'AUSTIN, Tex., Dec. 4—The National 
Prison Association this morning decided 
that they would hold their next annual 
meeting in Indianapolis. The most import- 
ant business of the morning session was 
the submission of the report from the Com- 
mittee on Criminal Law Reform. The re- 
port stated that the progress of crime was 


something frightful and recommend that it 
should be most’ successfully checked by 
the following changes in the handling of the 
criminals of the world: Greater severity of 
punisiment; doing away with all technicall- 
ties in trials; abolishment of juries; making 
conviction more summary and trial more 
speedy; depriving defendants of the right 
to appeal to a higher court; offering re- 
wards for the discovery and convictions of 
criminals; sterilization of defectives, moral 
and physical; abolishment of poverty; re- 
moving or restricting the power to pardon; 
prohibiting the use of intoxicating liquors; 
reconstruction of the ethical code of law- 
yers; curing inherent defects in the law as 
distinguished from its enforcement; devel- 
oping a scientific motherhood; State regu- 
lation of marriage; restricted immigration: 
popular education; colonization of criminals; 
the reformation of criminals by the aboli- 
tion of the definite sentence. ;

It has always been 
customary to issue the call for an extraor- 
dinary session at least ten days before the 
day it should convene, but Tanner did not 
achere to this custom, and it is doubtful 
if some of the members in the backwoods 
d’stricts will hear the news in time to get 
here.

Other questionable contracts 
have been made, notably that for furnish- 
ing trousers to the inmates. 

It is asserted that Tanner cannot lift 
his hand against the Superintendent for 
the reason that the appointment was made 
to square up a political feud, and that the 
Superintendent is backed up by a power- 
ful faction of the party. The Democratic 
leaders will, it is said, show up the man- 
agement of the Home when the appropria- 
tion comes up in the Assembly.

Boss Ed Butler’s opinion of Boss Chaun- 
eéy I. Filley’s recent letters in the Demo- 
cratic press is interesting from the view of 
what one boss thinks of the performances 
of another boss.

SEEN AND INTERVIEWEU 


YOSHI YAMAGUCHI. 


“That Might Be,” Said the Pretty Product of Asia, When 


Asked if She Would 


Marry an American. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW HAVEN, Dec. 4.—A plump little 


figure, wrapped in the folds of an ample! 


kimono, with childlike wondering innocence 
in the dark Asiatic eyes and the proof of 
the recent importation in the American 
shoes that make the tiny feet ungraceful 
and ungainly—this its Yoshi Yamaguchi, 
Yale's first Japanese girl student. 

“It is a week eince I am here. And yes, 
it is a big country,” said this demure piece 


of breathing porcelain by way of introduc- 
tion to a Post-Dispatch correspondent to- 


ay. 

She was at study in the rooms of her 
rother Liuchi Yamaguehi,. in- West -Divin- 
ty Hall, and had, therefore, all the un_ver- 
sity atmosphere about her. Sitting on the 
edge of the student’s bed with her emal!l 
hands crossed gravely in her lap, she was 
the embodiment of sweet submission. 

Liuchi meanwhile hung over the “little 
Sister’’ with protective fondness. He is 
only one year her senior, but at twenty-one 
is already the self-contained man. Tall and 
supple, with a fine, intelligent face and a 
lead covered with the blackest and 
Btraightest of hair, he is evidently Yoshi's 

hero, For her he gave up half the portion 
his father, a Prefect Judge in Fukui, had 
allowed him for this American education. 
For her he is ready to gacrifice still more. 

Already, to help pay for their tuition, he is 
working as a waiter in the French cafe 
where the Yale boys lunch and dine. 

The girl from the Mikado’s dominions ex-

hen Yoshi determined to cross the sea 
with her brother she asked the advice of 
her instructors in Kioto. Dr. Barton of 
the Mission suggested the Northfleld Insti- 
tution, sometimes called the Moody School. 

So to Northfield went the young Japanese 
girl, immediately upon landing. 

“It is a beautiful place,’’ Yoshi explained 
thoughtfully; “but it was a little too easy. 
There seemed not sufficient to learn,” and 
she raised her large eyes to the reporter's 
face, “I am better here with my brother,” 


- and she brightened into a reassuring smile. 


In point of fact the young girl was dis- 
covered to be advanced beyond the graduat- 
ing class of the institui!on and entirely 
fitted for the new post-graduate course Ya‘e 
has just opened.

It was difficult to remember that “Right- 
eousness’’ had attained to the mature age 
of 20 as she trotted about and with a beau- 
tiful deference displayed one little trophy 
after another “from home.’’ The warm 
browkn’ skin has no more trace of Father 
Time than a baby’s.

Henninger, President of the Oak 
Hill Band of Mercy, Humane Society, who 
lives next door, say they are in fear of ex- 
termination by the knife, poison or dyna- 
mite. The charming Mr. Rottenstein is 
said to have threatened all of them with 
death by all these agents. 

Mrs. Rottenstein applied for a, warrant 
Friday Mrs. Henninger accompé@nied her 
to the ‘warrant office. The Warrant was 
issued. Rottenstein was at home Saturday 
forenoon, and his wife and her neighbor 
were thankful that they were alive, and 
dreading every moment that he would read 
of the issuing of the warrant and kil] them 
before the Sheriff arrived. 

Mrs. Rottenstein says she thinks he is 
insane. Mrs. Henninger shares this opin- 
ion. 

Mrs. Rottenste!n was afraid to speak above 
a whisper, Rottenstein heard the whisper 
and showed himself. The frightened little 
woman motioned to the reporter to go next 
door and await her coming there. In the 
meantime Mrs. Henninger told of some of 
her neighbor's alleged doings. ts 

“Why, that man is simply awful,” she 
said. ‘‘He goes out in the yard in the morn- 
ings and exposes himself so that women and 
children dare not show themselves. Then 
his language is frightful. I cannot let my 
children get within the sound of his voice. 
In summer the neighbors cannot sit out in 
their yards. He imagines they are looking 
at him, and he calls them all kinds of filthy 
names. If we show ourselves at the windows 
it is the same thing. He takes care, though, 
that no men are around at such times. 

“To show you what kind of a man he is 
I will give you an example. My husband 
told him once he did not know how to vote. 
I have an afflicted boy who has a pet rab- 
bit. Because he was angry w.th my hus- 
band he said ‘I'll get even with him; I'll 
kill his| rabbit.’ And he knocked it in the 
head the first time it ran over there. Last 
week he was in the yard with a big kn'fe 
in his hand and threatened to cut us into 
little pieces. 

“He calls his stepdaughter all kinds of 
vile names, and she is as sweet a girl as 
I ever saw. He ig mad at me because his 
own son, a boy 13 years old, comes to my 
ny of Mercy, and he abuses the boy ter- 
ribly. 

“The other day he threatened to blow us 
all up with dynamite. The man is certain- 
ly crazy.”’ 

Mrs, Rottenetein came in and took a seat 
where her husband could not see her from 
the windows if he looked in. She corrob- 
orated all Mrs. Henninger said and told 
some of her own experiences. 

“Two months ago he tried to poison me 
while I was asleep,’' she said. ‘‘He used to 
make photograph plates and has various 
k'nds of poisonous chemicals. He poured 
a lot of red stuff all over me and it made 
me deathly sick. Since then’I have slept 
with my daughters. We are afraid he will 

Oison us all. He got In the cellar and 

ened all the canned fruit I had put up 
f the winter. It is all spoiled. There 
is the queerest looking scum on top of it 
and we are all afraid to touch '‘t. The 
children will eat nothing except what is 
brought right in and cooked by me. We 
have to lock the kitchen door for fear he 
will poison the flour or anything he can 
fet at. 

“A week before last Christmas he tried 
to kill my son, Eddie. He came at him with 
a hatchet and swore he would split him in 
two. We held him, and Eddie hit him with 
a stick of wood. 

“He pulis me around by the hair, abuses 
me and the children, and has threatcned 
over and over again to kill all of us. We 
are all afraid he will do it. He has threat- 
ened to carve us up, to poison us, or throw 
an iron ball—he means dynamite—and blow 
us and the house all up together. 

“He quit work two years ago ard said 
he was not going to work any more. He 
does odd jobs occasionally and spends all 
the money away from home. Last year 
he had a| scheme to grow mushrooms. He 
filled the yard and cellar with boxes and 
half barrels full of dirt and manure and 
raised a few mushrooms. They did not 
pay for the wood he burned. He got 50 cents 
a pound for them and spent all the monev. 
This year he raised no mushrooms, but he 
would show people his wonderful hot beds

‘‘My daughter Bertha, 23 years old, is a 
milliner; my son Fred, aged 24, works for 
the American Brake Co., and my son Ed- 
die, 22, works in a hardware store.

General Business Conditions—Real 
Estate Dianer—Agents’ 
Weekly Reports. 


If the plans of the various street rail- 
roads, in existence and prospective, are car- 
ried out, there will be a vast area of un- 
improved real estate thrown lipon the mar- 


ket next spring. 

Ordinarliy the extension of a street car 
line means a big boom for the real estate 
dealers and speculators, Tracts are cut up 
into subdivisions and acres into fifty-foot 
front town lots, all ready for the house- 
builder and the owner. 

But generally the St. Louis real estate 
men are not looking forward to the pro- 
yosed street railway extensions with any 
dea of making great profits thereby. The 
truth of the matter is, there is too much 
unimproved real estate now on the market. 

The views of Thomas F. Farreliy, one of 
the closest observers of all the realty men, 
are about the views of them ail. He says: 

“As a rule, the real estate men do not 
want any new territory opened. There 
would be too much competition. Where one 
or two dealers might be on the inside and 
get hold of property to subdivide, the great 
majority would have to hold on to the prop- 
erty which they already have, 

‘'There are two many sub-divisions now 
and too much property on the market. The 
sales of this kind of property are siow now. 
With new territories opened up to buyers 
‘the sales would be slower still. While a 
few men on the inside might make money 
the others would have a difficult task sell- 
ing the property already sub-divided, 

“There is so much opposition to the pro- 
posed street car franchises, however, that 

hey may not be granted at all. In the 
meantime, those not on the inside do not 

what direction the investment cat 

may jamp.”’ 
dozen real] estate agents interviewed 
expressed about the same views as Mr. 
Farrelly. The few might be benefited by 
the extensions, but the property now in the 
hands of the many would probably find a 
siow sale, slower than the sale is now. 


The general condition of the real estate 
business has been Wuiet throughout the 
week. Agents have made 4 certain number 
of sales, but general activity has been ab- 
sent from the market. The general ex- 
pectation seems to be that this quietness 
will continue until the first part of Jan- 
uary. At that time business men will be 
in a position to know how much money they 
have made, and as most of them have been 
successful, they will seek investment in 
real estate, 


AN OLIVE STREET BLOCK. 


The Dorris Heirs to Build Nine Five- 
Story Stores at Eleventh Street. 


Plans are under way for the erection of 
nearly a block of new business buildings 
in the heart of the down-town district. 

Tenants of the row of stores extending 


west from the northwest@orner of Eleventh 
and Olive street have n ordered to va- 
cate. All but four have complied and the 
remainder will be out by Jan. 1. 

The ground and present buildings belong 
to the heirs of the G. P. Dorris estate. The 
property has a frontage of 205 feet and 
extends 106 feet to the alley between Olive 
and Locust streets. 

The store buildings on the ground were 
oringinally fashionable residences. As the 
city extended westward they were not avyail- 
able for that purpose and were altered for 
use as business houses. They are three- 
story brick structures. 

The Dorris heirs have long contemplated 
the improvement of the property, but dif- 
ferences over details caused the negotia- 
tions to hang fire. 

An agreement has been reached whereby 
nine five-story buildings are to be erected 
in place of the antiquated structures. 

Plans have not been drawn, but sketches 
have been submitted by several architects, 

The Dorris heirs are really al] non-resi- 
dents. They will meet in New York on 
Dec. 2% to complete arrangements for the 
construction of the buildings. An architect 
will be selected and the work of razing the 
old buildings will be begun as soon as pos- 
sible. . 

R. M. Noonan is the local agent for the 
heirs. He says there is now no doubt the 
bulldjngs Will be erected. They will be 
modern store buildings, so constrcuted that 
they can be changed at will to office build- 
ings. The cost Is estimated at $200,000.

Ready Response.

Supreme Court Decision on the Sub- 
ject Is Important and 
Eagerly Awaited.

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—The stock market 
to-day was very dull, but on the whole @ 
fairly steady tone marked the dealings in 
the general list. The morning’s news con- 
tained nothing bearing directly upon the 
gencral situation, and the tenor of the re- 
ports of the mercantile agenc‘es and tech- 
nical trade and financial journals was in 
line with the synopsis of the situation fur- 
nished above. 

Foreign houses had no important orders 
on this market, ana the London market was 
reported as disposed only to follow the New 
York lead, The approach of the assembling 
of Congress and the communication of the 
President’s message rather tended to re- 
strict the trading, as the beneficial effects 
were held to be have been discounted, while 
there was a disposition evident to proceed 
with caution pending the actual informa- 
tion as to the developments expected. 

The Granger group, with the exception of 
the Chicago Great Western shares, were 
dull and parely steady. Reports of a divi- 
dend on the senior shares of the Chicago 
Great Western attended the advance in 
that case. Sugar Refining was only moder- 
ately active, andemoved within narrow lim- 
its of fluctuation. Few important § state- 
ments of railway earnings were published 
to-day, but the general bearing of those 
which were published was favorable. The 
trading was largely professional through- 
out the day, and the aggregate dealings 
attained a small total. On moderate trans- 
actions the Anthracite stocks showed pres- 
sure, and Jersey Central was decidedly 
weak. 

On account of an increase in cash hold- 
ings and of a gain in loans deposits are 
shown in the weekly statement of bank av- 
erages to have increased $6,417,000. 

The show:ng made by the banks is still 

complicated by the heavy transfer of funds 
incidental] to the financing of the Union 
Pacific purchase; of actual developments of 
importance, save such as have had a bear- 
ing upon particular securites; the week 
has not been replete, and the general oc- 
currences have been in line with and con- 
firmatory of the indications and facts upon 
which public attention has been focussed 
for the past six months. In a general way 
the salient points of the materials may be 
summed up in the fairly well sustained 
business improvement and the cheapness of 
money. The first is reflected in the hand- 
some traffic returns of the railway, which 
seem assured for the remainder of the fiscal 
yoar, and the latter acts as a measure of 
value for securities of all kinds, particular- 
ly for those mak:ng returns to their own- 
ers, or which, on account of the year’s re- 
vival in business are likely to enter that 
class. Aside from the unforeseeable devel- 
opments of the-future, these two essentia! 
factors may be. counted upon to govern 
the tourse of prices in both the investment 
and speculative’security markets, year in 
and year out.’ 
With this. gehéral suggestion financial 
sentiment is faifly hopeful and, in the lan- 
guage of the Stock Exchange, ‘‘the market 
wants to go up.” 

That is to say, {ft responds readily enough 
to bullish manipulation, and the bullish 
legends of last summer are still potent, 
though outside interest is not large, and 
it needs the stimulus derived from clearer 
evidence that what are styled ‘‘the big in- 
terests’’ are active in the market. In an 
irregular way the recovery in the market 
began on Monday, though the then super- 
fic'al motive for the advances at that time: 
namely, the décision expected from the 
Supreme Court at Washington in the Ne- 
braska Maximum Freight Rate Caze, 
turned out to be unfounded.

of each week.

SOCIETY OF PEDAGOGY. 


An Interesting Session Ends With a 
Tragedy on Paper. 


The St. Louis Society of Pedagogy met 
Saturday morning in the High School in 
bi-monthly session. All sections were rep- 
resented but the history and the botany, 
the leaders of which, Mr. F. E, Cook and 
(Miss A, Isabel Mulford, were home sick. 
In the section on pedagogy, Mr. John §&. 
‘Collins presented as a scheme for the year’s 
work: 

(1) “Educational Ideals;” (2) “Education 
Among the Ancients, Jow, Roman, Greek;”’ 
(3) “Charlemagne and Alfred;’’ (4)' “The 
Sixth Century, Sturm, Comenius;”’ (5) ““The 
Teach'ng Congregation, Jesuit, Jansenist 
(6) ‘Seventeenth Century, Rollin, é : 
(7) “Rougseau, His Precursors and Follow- 
ers;” (8) “Kant, Basedow and Pestalozzi; 

(9) “Hegel, Herbart and Herbartism;”’ (10) 
“Contemporaneous Educational Drift;”’ (11) 
“The School of the Twentieth Century. 
Mr. Collings talked on ‘‘Educational Ideals 

at the meetin est ay. 

In the natrenceny section, Prof. George 
W. Krall spent the hour in the study of 
the star map and how to use it. The ap- 
parent motion of the sun and the stars 
and the changing aspects of the heavens 
were illustrated. Mr. Krall showed each 
astronomer’s work was based_upon his 
predecessors from Newton to Hipparchus, 
the father of astronomy. 

‘Miss Amelia C. Fruchte organized the 
work of the section on art, taking up the 
drama as a form of art. For the course all 
lectures will be illustrated with sketches 
casts and photographs. Each member of 
the class was given an outline of a study 
in Macbeth. 

In the language section Mlle. M. L. Per- 
net organized her class for the study and 
the reading of French literature in the 
original. The class was largely attended. 

Dr. William M. Bryant presented in the 
ethics section the theme, ‘“Orutes—The 
Tragedy of the Individual.’ 

Agamennon, returning home from Troy, 
is murdered by his wife, Queen Clytemnes- 
tra, and her paramour, Aegisthos, who is 
Agamemnon’s cousin. Orutes, son of Aga- 
memnon, is urged on 3! the god Apollo to 
avenge the deed. This he does, but is pur- 
sued by the Avinnyes, whose office it is to 
punish those who do deeds of impurity 
toward their parents. 

The cage reveals a contradiction in the 
world of the gods, as well as in the human 
world. Its solution is attained through ap- 
peal Aethem, goddess of practical wisdom. 

She organizes a court of citizens and pre- 
sides over it herself. When this trial Is 
completed the citizen jurors are evenly dl- 
videi. Aethem Fives the casting vote in 
favor of acquittal. 

The real solution of the problem consists 
in doing away with the blood feud and ¢s- 
tablishing the right and duty of the State 
to deal with all cases of conflict between 
men; and in the subordination of the old 
gods of men to the new gods of reason and 
‘o self-restraint.

IMMIGRANTS WANTED, 


NORTH AMERICAN TURNERBUND 
PROTESTS AGAINST THE PAS- 
SAGE OF PROPOSED LAWS. 


REFERENCE TO THE BALLOT. 


If Congress Pefrsists in Shutting Out 
Desirable Immigrants There Will 
Be German Democrats. 


The North American Turner Bund has 
drawn up a memorial to Congress protest- 
ing against the passage of laws to serious- 
ly restrict or altogether suspend immigra- 
tion from other civilized nations. 

The memorial says: 

“It will not be denied that now existing 
laws entirely suffice to bar any really un- 
desirable addition to our population, such 
as the sick, the criminal, or the actually 
poor; but it ig proposed now, on the score 
of imaginary protection aga.nst competition 


in the field of industrial labor, to go far 
beyond former limitations and place a 
practical embargo upon the admission of 
“willing workers’? (both male and female) 
from ali other lands, and to prevent them 
from applying their strong hands in the 
development of our boundless and almost 
untouched resources, 

“We cannot be deceived by the alkure- 
ments of the so-called “educational test.” 
How many of the founders of this Republic 
(all of them immigrants, or the direct de- 
scendants of such) would have been unable 
to read, copy or interpret ‘‘five lines of the 
constitution?’ How. much mean and 
manual labor ig not required in the de- 
velopment of your country’s wealth which 
the lineal descendants of the Pilgrim 
Fathers are unwilling to perform, and 
which must be performed by brawn and 
not by learning? 

“The great and growing West, with its 
vast fund of undeveloped agricultural and 
mineral resources, is most disastrously 
affected by ‘this species of legislation. A 
year’s restriction of its accustomed acces- 


would signify to it a decade Of retrogres- 
sion. It is no answer to say that the ten- 
dency of the modern immigrant has been to 
settle in and about the ports of entry, in- 
stead of seeking the more distant fields of 
usefulness, Lawful and reasonable means 
can be taken for diffusing immigration, 
without stovping it altogether. 

“It is matter of record that there: has 
been a sharp decline in immigration during 
the several years last past, especially from 
those countries whence the best educated 
additions to Cee population have come. This 
can be explained upon one or two supposi- 
tions. Either the inimical and nativistic 
spirit displayed by our actual or proposed 
legislation has deterred the sensitive and 
self-respecting (while no apparent hinder- 
ance to the less desirable alien), or else this 
question is at last controlled by the natural 
law of supply and demand, 

“Certa.n it is that the induetrial depres- 
sion resting upon this country during that 
eame period has been in no wise relieved 
or affected by the decrease, and no excuse 
for the proposed draconian measures can be 
drawn from that direction. It ig equally 
certain that with reviving industr‘al enter. 
prises and a stimulated productiveness jn 
our flelds, there will be an _ ever-growin 
demand for more and better labor, as well 
as for a larger population to consume what 
has been produced. 

“It is our firm conviction that no gurer 
means of creating and continuing a genera] 
and disastrous stagnation could be invented 
than the proposed erection of a Chinese 
wall of intolerance against the introduc- 
tion of new life into our body politic. 

“Yet more powerful than these economic 
objections are the reasons aga -nst the pro- 
posed liberal measures, based on principje 
and bistory. 

“This country was made by the immi- 
grant and his immediate déecendants. Great 
cities have arisen, and the vast wilderness 
has been transformed into a garden by h’s 
thrift and industry. Whenever this\ country 
has been threatened by any foe he has been 
found in the front rank of its defenders. 
Thie was so only because the Union haq 
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stood true to its declared purpose of shield- 
ing and protecting those who had sought 
its shores as the haven of human liberty. 

“Surely it is as reprehensible to-day as it 
was in 1776 to pass laws ‘to prevent the 
population of the States’ and to refuse ‘to 
pass others to encourage the migration of 
foreigr.ers hither.’ 

“The undersigned, and the mighty host 
of those who sympathise with our efforts 
to maintain the liberal spirit in which this 
country was founded, do respectfully, but 
earnestly petition you to refrain from pass- 
ing the illiberal and oppressive measures 
that are again to be urged before you, and, 
oe that the position which they 
occupy is 
severe in that position, and, whenever oc- 
casion permits, emphasize their conviction 
a7, the competent and firm use of the bal- 
ra) eae 


The memorial is authorized by the Na- 
tional Executive Committee of the Turner 
Bund, %f.which Henry Braun is President 
and G. Rathmann, Secretary. It has 
been industriously circulated and thousands 
of signatures have been obtained.

MADRID, Dec. 4.—Since Marshal Blanco 
assumed command in Cuba the Spanish 
government has sounded again the home 
and foreign bankers with a view to raising 
money under the authorizations voted by 
the Cortes last summer. But the foreign 
bankers ask guarantees and conditions that 
will oblige Sagasta to appeal once more to 
the Bank of Spain and home capital. Mar- 
shal Blanco declares $8,000,000 monthly will 
be indispensable for his war expenses, the 
organization of the auxiliaries, the im- 
proving of the food and raim@gnt of the 
Spanish troops. If the home government 
can give this sum he feels confident that 
he will complete the pacification of the four 
Western provinces before June and quell 
the rebellion in the two eastern provinces 
before the next rainy and unhealthy sea- 
gon. The Spanish force in Cuba now con- 
sists of 114,000 regulars, of whom 26,000 are 
in hospitals, 53,000 are available for opera- 
tions and the remainder are @oing garrison 
duty.

LEXINGTON, Ky., Dec. 4.—Miss Harriet 
Richardson, the pretty Lexington — girl 
whose plans to christen the new battleship 
Kentucky have been upset by the petitions 
to Gov. Bradley, asking him to appoint his 
daughter, Miss Chrystyne, was in a happy 
frame of mind this afternoon. 

The morning mail brought her seores of 
letters from all sections of the country 
congratulating her upon her refusal to re- 
linquish her claim on the honor without a 
protest, and the noon mail added a hundred 
more of these. She also received telegraras 
from her acquaintancés, all of them con- 
gratulating her on the stand she is takjng. 
When asked by the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent if she would accept the honor in 
case Miss Bradley requested it, she asked 
to be excused from answering the question, 
She had not thought of this, she said, but 
had been particularly worried over the in- 
terview of former Secretary Herbert. She 
dictated, revised carefully and signed the 
following statement regarding the Herbert 
interview: | 
LEXINGTON, Ky., Dec. 4.—To the Editor 
of the Post-Dispatch? Ex-Secretary Her- 
bert is not persecuting an officer in the ser- 
vice under him this time wo is not able 
to speak for himself, but a free-born Amer- 
ican girl, who is fully equal] to defend her- 
self against the falsity of his statement, 

Tt is true that the invitation from him to 
christen the Kentucky did not come of- 
ficially. He has since found out that at 
that time an invitation was not in accord- 
ance with the naval regulations. The invi- 
tation was not taken foy granted, by my- 
self during ‘‘a pleasant Little conversation 
at the home of a lady friend,’ as he puts it. 
I shall bring out the facts minutely as 
they occurred, On the evening of Dec. 27, 
1895, a box party was given in Washington 
by Hon. Charles G. Bennett, a member of 
Congress from Brooklyn, to which Secre- 
tary Herbert was ask«d.

I said, in acknowledging the conipliment, 
that I would break a bottle of the ‘‘wine 
of Kentucky” at the christening, I prom- 
ised then to send the Secretary a bottle of 
the celebrated “‘wine of Kentucky,” which 
I did upon returning home. He wrote, 
thanking me. The letter I give wunhesi- 
tatingly to the public since it shows 
that a “‘gallant speech’’ was: made by him 
in regard to me christening the Kentucky 
and not a ‘‘take for granted” invitation on 
my part during a pleasant conversation at 
the home of a lady friend: 

Naval Department, Washington, D. C., 
Jan. 4, 189%.—My Dear Miss’. Richardson: 
Please accept my thanks for the bottle of 
4)-year-old whisky, which came safely to 
hand, and }of which President Cleveland 
shall taste when I give my Cabinet dinner.

I did not consider him an old widower in 
his dotage who cannot remember honest 
facts in such a matter, flattering and pub- 
licly asking giris to christen battleships.

She Made Her Final Spurt 
With Judgment. 


MISS GLAW WAS SECOND. 


AN IMMENSE CROWD MADE THE 
COLISEUM FAIRLY RING. 


IT WAS A PRETTY CONTEST. 


And the Big Four Kept the Result in 
Doubt Up to the Last 
Second. 


As the theatrical men would say, there 
was standing room only in the big Coliseum 
last night, and the ladies’ bicycle match 
went out in a blaze of glory. 

Miss Tillie Anderson, the fair Swede, won 
the race aftér a magnificent struggle, a 
struggle indeed which at the finish mae 
men and women, too, act like mad, and 
which created an uproar the like of which 


Was never seen in the old city before. 

The big crowd gathered early and before 
it was fairly seated the fair bicyclists came 
Ae into the arena, 

Each lady in turn received a warm recep- 
tion as she crossed the bridge and came 
over into the center of the course. 

Miss Anderscon, who has led the way all 
week received perhaps the greatest wel- 
come. Attired in a long bathing suit which 
hid her bicycle uniform from view she 
would not have been recognized but that 
she came in bare headed and her heavy 
suit of blonde hair gave her away. 

The champion, Lizzie Glaw, in dark 
tights and white sweater, with a miniature 
American flag ticd about her waist, pre- 
sented a matty appearance ae she entered 
the arena and was warmly cheered. 

None the less enthusiastic was the wel- 
come accorded Miss Mollie La Tour, the 
only St. Louis representative who has held 
up so well with the world’s champion rid- 
ers. She was dressed in a tight-fitting b!- 
cycle suit of pure white, a natty Tam 
O’Shanter covering her luxurious suit of 
dark hair. 

Farnsworth presented the nattiest ap- 
pearance of the group of riders. She wore 
a peacock blue suit, with white stripes and 
the stars and stripes ae a girdle. 

Peterson, the last of the big four, wore 
all black, with white borders, 

Fiering, who held fifth place and who 
rode throughout next to the big four, pre- 
sented a very neat appearance in ack 
‘tights with red sweater and white border, 
the pretiest combination on the track, bar 
none, 

Williams was in navy blue and Drehmel 
wore the same colors except that Drehmel 
had a red and white sash. 

After the first hour’s riding Manager Mes- 
sier held a lot of flowers in the air. There 
was a great bunch of roses, which, he 
said, was a present to Miss Anderson from 
the Southwest Cycle Club. There was a 
bouquet for Miss La Tour, and bunches of 
white and yellow chrysanthemums also for 
Miss Anderson, and sent in by the Rover 
and the Century Bicycle Clubs. Manager 
Messier at the same time exhibited the gold 
medal intended for the winner of the 
night’s race, 

he first hour’s riding last night was un- 
eventful. It was brought off without a single 
accident. During its progress there was al- 
most continuous cheering. At 9:25 eharp and 
when the fair riders had been on the track 
nearly an hour, Mise Tour went into 
the lead and then every one in the big 
crowd cheeredg At 10:05 she again went to 
the front and stayed there a moment and 
again the big buil ng, rang with the shouts 
of her admirers. ere was more loud 
cheering at 10:20, when Mies La Tour again 
took the lead and held it until the track 
was cleared for the final struggle between 
the big four. 

At exactly six minutes. before closing 
time the big four were given a clean course, 
Immediately the brilliant Farnsworth 
rushed into the lead, close pushed by the 
chgmpion. Glaw, with Anderson at the lat- 
ter’s heels, and Peterson a few inches be- 
hind her. Manager Messier called the min- 
utes. When he said there was but five 
minutes more the plucky riders put on a 
trifle more steam. At 4 Farnsworth still 


‘held the lead and the crowd was shouting 


great guns for her. 

Pandemonium broke loose a minute later 
when Glaw shot to the front and with pow- 
erful strokes seemed to be leaving the rest 
far behind. But -the effort killed her, al- 
though when two minutes from the end 
she wae still leading. Thirty seconds later 
Anderson showed all that she had been 

laying possom with all hands in the great 

uilding, cheer'ng like mad, not for this 
woman nor that, but for the pluck dis- 
layed by all. Anderson like a flying me- 
eor came away from the bunch and with 
a skill that appeared superhuman, ran 
away from the rest and in a terrific burst 
of speed crossed the tape as the pistol was 
fired, ful! fifty feet ahead of Miss Glaw, 
who, up to the very last turn of the course, 
had kept up with her. 

The flying Farnsworth was 4 close third, 
and Peterson, who was fourth, was almost 
beside the former.
